DPW foremen take grievance 
over demotions to arbitration

said, ■■the arbitrator sUirted the 
proceedings. At the lunch break, we 
asked him to suspend formal 
proceedings while we tried to 
negotiate without him. That is where 
we are now.” 

If the differences between the 
TKA and the town can be resolved 
before then, the arbitrator will not 
be needed. 

Michael Roberts, business agent 
for DPW Local 285 concurred with 
the town manager’s assessment and 
said, “While there has been no 
formal statement about the ar¬ 
bitration process, we are going to try 
to work it out ourselves before the 
Feb. 15 dale if we can.” 

Should the proceedings go back to 
the arbitrator on that date, Roberta 
said, “It could all be finished then.” 

Atty. Murphy said, however, that 
resolution on that date would depend 
“on the number of witnesses they 
(TEA) have and how much rebuttal 
we have to present.” 

The four men involved In the 
grievance proceedings are John 
Dixon, Richard Horn, Joseph 
Bavuso, and John Horn. All have 
been employed In the department of 
public works for at least 10 years, 
according to Roberts. 


An arbitration hearing Jan. 24 
between the Town Employees 
Association and the town 
management failed to resolve the 
grievance of four DPW foremen who 
cVdlm they were demoted in 
violation of the town charter. 

The four men charge that they 
were demoted from a W-14 job 
classification, foreman, to a W-13. 
working foreman. The maximum 
pay for a foreman is $6.37 an hour 
and for a working fore man $6.12. 

The grievance goes back to the 
fall w'hen the foremen were moved 
from the W-14 to the W-13 job 
classification. They took their 
complaints to Walter J. Tonaszuck, 
DPW director, the town manager, 
and the board of selectmen. 

The board of selectmen is the 
final appeal before going to ar¬ 
bitration. They offered to pay the 
men the W-14 wage but, according to 
business agent Roberts, the foremen 
refused to accept the pay because 
“the job title would still be 'working 
foremen.”' 

Section 8.3 of the charter reads, 
“No person in the permanent full¬ 
time service or employment of the 
town shall forfeit his pay-grade or 
time in service. Each such person 


shall be retained In a capacity as 
similar to his former capacity as Is 
practical.” 

According to former Charter 
Commission Chairman Clara M. 
Hewis, the Town Employees 
Association (TEA) asked for and 
received a memo explaining to the 
arbitrator the intention of the 
charter commission regarding this 
section. The notarized memo, dated 
Jan. 12, was signed by Miss Hewis, 
Vincent G. Carroll and Michael D. 
Saraco. 

Among the intentions listed were 
that “no permanent employee 
...should forfeit his pay 
grade” ..or “suffer a reduction In 
pay.” 

It was Miss Hewis’ un¬ 
derstanding that the memo was not 
accepted into evidence because of a 
technical fault. Richard Murphy, 
labor counsel for the town, said that 
“no determination of whether to 
accept the statement has been 
made.” 

Town Manager Thomas J. Groux, 
who preferred not to comment on the 
grievance proceeding, said that 
another session has been planned for 
Feb. 15.

Boodakian Rug was burglarized Sunday, 
and police say thieves made off with 15 or 20 
small oriental rugs valued at $50 to $300 each.

In other breaks, a house was entered on 
Lorena road Jan. 22 while the residents were 
away, Police say nothing appears to be 
missing. A home on Yale street was entered 
and ransacked the same day, though the 
burglar left valuables in plain sight un¬ 
touched. And a telephone was stolen out of a 
house under construction on Grassmerc road ^ 
Saturday. 

Also on Saturday, $3000 worth of sterling 
was stolen from a home while the residents 
were out for the afternoon.

park garage. Groux will be consulting with 
the engineering department of the DPW this 
week to investigate the alternative lots. 

In the meantime, if a large snow comes 
this week, Hankins said the DPW would be 
dumping snow in Ginn Field. 

Hankins said a continuing problem is "the 
traditional way of snow removal in Win¬ 
chester.” 

Groux said the town’s present policy in¬ 
volves removing snow from churches, funeral 
palors, gas stations and other retail establish¬ 
ments in town. "U’s an extensive policy,” he 
said, “which has been funded and accepted by 
the people of the town. It’s obviously, ex¬ 
pensive, but the practice is not new.” 

The board said that Groux has sent a letter 
to the finance committee on the problem of 
costs in extensive snow removal. The subject 
will be taken up in detail after reports from 
the DPW and recommendations from other 
committees. 

One Lockeland road resident, Jeffery 
Wyler, said, “1 don’t see why we can’t just put 
up with a little more snow.” 

Wyler also complained to the board about 
the condition of Lockeland Park. He said the 
salt from the snow dumping is killing the 
vegetation in the area. "We would like to have 
a park, not a dump.” he said. 

The board noted the residents’ plea to 
leave the park in a natural state and not build 
tennis courts and playing field space. 

“We want a ‘park’ with a grassy area and 
Irees,” Wyler said. 

“This is « subject we will be discussing at 
greater length,” Hankins said.

Mrets with selectmen 


Hopreppnlative Sherman W. Saltmarsh 
told Winchester selectmen he has filed a 
petition to “give some teeth to the Middlesex 
('ounly Advisory board of selectmen," in light 
of the recent $3.7 million dollar increase in the 
county's assessment. Winchester's share in 
that assessment is $181,000. 

Chairman Barabara Hankins said she is 
■‘appalled with the present advisory board." 
TIu* advisory board has no power at this lime 
to change the county’s budget increase, The 
Middlesex board will be meeting Feb. 9 to 
discuss the future of its governing powers. 

In a memo from the county board’s 
secretary. Alfred F. Steinhauler of Acton, the 
(lueslion is raised. "How can the Middlesex 
('nunty Advisory Board function as a watch 
dog finance committee if it does not have any 
powers and is not respected by the County 
Cmnniissioners? If effective, the Advisory 
Board can save money for the taxpayers of 
the cities and towns of Middlesex County." 

Saltmarsh told the Winchester board the 
reasons for the county increase in the 
assessment include cost of living increase, 
debt increase, pension plans, central pur¬ 
chasing increase, superior court costs, unpaid 


bills, and costs in the jails and house of 
correction. 

Saltmarsh added that if court reform 
passes in the legislature, 70 percent of the 
county budgeting will be turned over to the 
stale. 

"In the event of court reform," he said. 
"I’d like to see the budget responsibilites 
taken away from the legislators and given to 
the counties.” 

In his meeting with the board, Saltmarsh 
also reported on the status of several 
reconstruction projects now under con¬ 
sideration. 

The Swanton street bridge, he said, is 
number 35 in a priority list of bridge repairs 
around the state. The state DPW will be going 
to a consultant to obtain a bridge design. 
Construction time will be six to eight months. 
Saltmarsh said. 

A new footbridge at a cost of $10,000 will be 
installed at Ginn Field and Mystic Valley 
Parkway when the weather breaks, Salt- 
3iarsh said. 

Saltmarsh also noted North Border road 
and Htllcrest parkway will be undergoing 
street repairs paving, and lighting repair.

Yoke budget 
up $81,000 

An $B1,000 increase in Winchester’s 
Northeastern Metropolitan Regional 
Vocational school budget was explained by 
Gerald Donahoe from the Vocational school 
committee to the selectmen Monday night, 
Selectman Arthur Dunbar said "1 was 
absolutely shocked when I saw the $81,000 
increase. We’re trying to hold down our taxes 
in Winchester. This increase is added lo a 
$ 181,000 county assessment increase." 

Donahoe said the increase was caused by a 
decrease in slate funding reimbursements 
and increases in negotiated salaries and 
insurance for employees 

Donahoe said the governing bodies in other 
towns in the vocational school plan have not 
seen the material on the budget increase. He 
strongly suggested the towns band together to 
protest the increase. 

Chairman Barbara Hankins said the board 
should "draft a note of expressed concern of 
the budget to the chairman of the regional 
school committee.” 

Donahoe said the increase measures out lo 
be about 67 percent for the communities in¬ 
volved. Winchester’s assessment last year 
was $105,458 for the voke school. This year’s 
will be $187,765. Donahoe said the percentage 
increase in funding will vary depending on the 
increase or decrease of enrollment of town 
students in the school. 

Donahoe said the 12-member school 
committee passed the final budget by a vote 
of eight to four. Donahoe added he was not in 
support of the budget. The voke school In¬ 
cludes students from the towns of Chelsea, 
Malden, Melrose, North Reading, Reading, 
Revere, Saugus, Stoneham. Wakefield, 
Winchester, Winlhrop, and Woburn, 

Donahoe noted that a $5.5 million com¬ 
puter, recently installed in the voke school, 
should be investigated by Winchester. The 
computer can be used by the town when 
making up report cards and other 
memoranda, he said, 

Donahoe said there is a slight possiblity of 
some of the stale funding reimbursement 
coming back to the voke school in the form of 
a surplus next year.

Tlie board voted 3-2 Monday night to af¬ 
firm an earlier policy decision which would 
change the overall pupil-teacher ratio in 
grades 2 and 3 from 25-lo-t to 22-to-l Chair¬ 
man Robert Frank was joined by Heinrich 
Holland and Jack Noble in voting against 
Constance Papas and Catherine Alexander, 

Originally estimated to cost about $43,001), 
the administration has refined the figure 
down to $39,000, 

The 22-to-l ratio has the of strong support 
of (he principals: however. Superintendent 
William C, MacDonald withdrew his support 
Monday night, explaining that, in light of 
budget pressures. “It’s the wrong lime (o do a 
nice thing.” 

Frank argued. “I don’t think we ought to 
go about setting educational policy purely in 
response to the finance committee,'In the long 
run, we ought to be trying to get some 
educational benefit out of the money saved 
through the enrollment decline,” 

The committee has also restored Latin 11 
lo the high school curriculum at an estimated 
cost of $2500, Members of the finance com¬ 
mittee had suggested keeping the course at 
the public budget hearing Jan. 11. School 
board members Alexander and Holland 


suci'cssfully argued reinslntement al the 
commiltee meeting Jan, 1(5, 

In otlicr budget moves, the administration 
has managed lo cut Ihe increases originally 
projected in other expenses and equipment in 
half, to about $35,000, 

Chairman Frank also directed the ad¬ 
ministration to lake another look at the junior 
liigh budgets. He said ho had found some 
areas \sherc a few more staff cuts might be 
made, including industrial arts, music, art 
and physical education. Me noted these 
departments had not gone down in proportion 
to (he enrollment decline. Me said some 
savings could also bo made in the academic 
extras program. 

Members of the committee were critical of 
the administration for not trimming Ihe 
Inidgets accordingly. 

“I think we’ve got them with Iheir hands in 
the cookie jar.” Frank said, refer4ing to 
junior high principals Robert Fitzgerald and 
Joseph I'orte. 

”1 don't understand why you ns a member 
of the school committee have lo massage the 
numhurs lofind this out. It should be up to the 
administration,” said Connie Fapas 

MaeDonald responded; “1 think the whole 
damn world has lost sight of how finely tuned 
we are in the personal services budget. . . 
There’s not a budget in the slate that’s as 
linely tuned as ours.”

Order in the test tube

This .year I will be 34 years old. I've 
already gone through the *'how to be hip over 
30" stage. 

I ha ve responsibilities at home and at work 
and 1 try to do useful things like the Sunday 
Times crossword puzzles in my "spare” time. 

Things are pretty ordinai 7 1 guess, but 
something extraordinary jolted me into 
realizing again (hat 34 is not 14 or even 24. I 
had my first college chemistry lab this week. 

Big deal, right? Right. First of all you have 
to realize I have been going to college for a 
number of years, taking a course here and 
there as it fits into the general scheme of 
things at the time. Eventually I'll have that 
degree maybe next spring- 

For now I have to take the courses 
required by the college for that degree. I took 
ail the ones I really wanted to take — the fun 
ones — before my marriage There were 
linguistics and philosophy, a little Spanish 
and German, a touch of literature and some 
history. In fact, it was a ball, I took 
everything I care about and didn't think about 
the requirements. 

Now this week I found myself in a college 
chemistry lab. The black counter lops and the 
gas jets, the oddly shaped flasks and bunsen 
burners were there in their pristine, an¬ 
tiseptic kind of way beckoning, no daring me 
10 "do something” with them. 

One of my fellow students, an exuberant 
PR type, remarked to no one in particular, 
and certainly not to me. "Don't you feel like a 
high school kid again?” 

That means don't you remember your high 
school lab three, maybe four years ago?. Try 
20 years ago 

I remember 

I remember the same bunsen burners and 
Ihe same Ehrlenmeyer flasks, the boxes of 
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powders and the stoppered bottles of 
solutions, t remember the smells, some of 
which stayed wafting through the third floor 
for most of the day, much to the amusemeht 
and sometimes disgust of the math students 
who shared the third floor with the labs. 

I remember the lab coats, starchy and 
immaculate, until the end of that first lab. 
They're never quite as Impressive as on that 
first day. 

1 remember separating water into 
hydrogen and oxgyen. And I remember the 
first day of chemistry when my teacher asked 
me what happens when a match bums. "What 
do we get?” he bellowed, looking very much 
like a mad scientist. "I don't know,” I mur¬ 
mured, looking very much like a scared high 
school kin. "Well, does it just disappear into 
thin air?" he said with a certain smirk. "Yes, 
I think so.” 

I had to sit in the front mw from the first 
day until the end of the semester. I don't 
remember my grade 

Between all the smells and the spills, the 
studying and learning, something spectacular 
happened and I remembered that too as I sat 
on my stool in the college chemistry lab. 

Even as students, we are following the 
processes and experiments which have been 
hundreds of years in the making. We are 
discovering for ourselves, as though for the 
first time, the magic of the natural world. 

We arc learning that in all this vast world 
there is an order into which we have been 
privileged to peek. 

Maybe we won't understand it all, maybe 
not even''most of it. But we stand in awe of the 
beauty and orderliness. 

I wonder if my fellow students remember 
that from their high school chemistry labs.

Bay State roll call 

THE HOUSE ANI) SENATE 

During the long 1977 session, only a handful of bills lout of the several 
thousand filed) were actually passed. This week, "Beacon Hill Roll Call" 
reports on 17 major pieces of legislation which were approved on roll call 
votes by either the House and Senate or both, and eventually signed Into 
law by Governor Dukakis. Several key budgets and tax packages ap¬ 
proved by the Legislature and the Governor are not Included in this 
week's report, but will be reported on In a future one. 

Pledge of Allegiance (H .'i827) - Passed by the House 201-27, Senate 24- 
7. and the Governor signed Into law June 27 a bill requiring teachers to 
lead all public school students In a dally pledge of allegiance to the flag. 
Rep. Saltmarsh and Sen. Rotondl voted for requiring the pledge. 

Massport Taxes <S 1203) — Passed by House 147-61, Senate 21-7, and 
the Governor signed Into law January 10, 1978, a measure levying a five 
percent excise tax against the gross receipts of Massport, and requiring 
4.7 percent of the tax to go to Boston and .3 percent to Chelsea. Both 
leglslaors voted against the measure. 

Divorce Walt (H 1443) — Passed by House 136-91, Senate 21-16, and the 
Governor signed Into law September 20, a bill shortening the waiting 
period from 10 to six months for “no fault" divorces to be final when the 
couple goes into court with an agreement and from two years to one year 
when they don’t have an agreement. Rep. Saltmarsti and Sen. Rotondl 
voted for the shortened period. 

Blue Laws (H 6882) - Passed by House 170-60, Senate 31-8, and the 
Governor signed Into law November 10, the measure repealing the 
Sunday closing laws for 1977 for the four Sundays between Thanksgiving 
and Christmas. Rep. Saltmarsh and Sen. Rotondl voted for it. 

Elderly Exemption (H 6800) — Passed by the House 198-0, Senate 33-0, 
and the Governor signed Into law January 11,1978, the measure granting 
an Increase In property tax abatements from $350 to $500 tor elderly 
homeowners, 

Numbers’ Game (H 5300) — Passed by the House 214-6, Senate 35-0, 
and the Governor signed Into law May 13, the Initiative petition requiring 
all money from the State Lottery's Numbers’ Game to go directly to cities 
and towns, and not to the General Fund. Both legislators voted for the 
measure. 

Redlstricting <H 5900) - Passed by the House 175-48, Senate 24-5, and 
the Governor signed Into law June 10, the controversial redlslrlcUng plan 
reducing 240 House of Representative districts to 160. Rep. Saltmarsh and 
Sen. Rotondl both voted for the plan. 

Binding Arbitration (S 1710) — Passed by the House 164-61, Senate 26- 
10, and the Governor signed Into law June 29, the measure extending the 
binding arbitration law for police and firefighters for two years. Rep. 
Saltmarsh voted forblndlngarbitratlon. Sen Rotondl voted against It. 

Farmland (H 6491) — Passed by the House 203-5, Senate 34-0, the 
Governor signed Into law December 1, a bill dealing agilcullural 
preservation districts, with the state purchasing development rights on 
prime agricultural land, designed to prohibit future commercial or In¬ 
dustrial development, and thus preserve prime agricultural land for 
farm use only. Rep. Saltmarsh and Sen. Rotondl voted for the bill. 

Abortion Resolution <H 5984) - Passed by the House 148-70, Senate 21- 
14, and then sent to the U.S. Congress, resolutions urging the U S. 
Congress to call a Constitutional Convention lo consider passage of an 
amendment prohibiting abortion except when It prevents a mother’s 
death. Both legislators voted against calling it. 

Minimum Wage (H 6917) — Passed by the House 183-6, (noSenate roll 
call). and the Governor signed January 10, 1978, a measure Increasing the 
minimum wage to $2.65 an hour In 1978, $2.90 In 1979, $3 10 in 1980, and 
$3.35 In 1981. Rep. Saltmarsh voted for the hikes. 

Life Insurance (H 6629) — Passed by the House 160-62, and the 
Governor signed Into law December 14, the bill providing lax relief for 
Massachusetts life insurance companies by repealing Ihe one percent 
gross Investment tax and replacing It with a 45 percent net Income tax. 
Rep. Saltmarsh voted for repeal of the gross Investment tax. 

House Ethics Code (H 6801)) — Passed by the House, (unrelated to 
Senate), the new House Ethics Code for members Including required 
disclosure of source, but not amount, of Income by June 30, 1978; $100 
annual limitation on receiving gifts from lobbyists; required disclosure of 
member’s spouse’s income If it benefits the member; and prohibition of 
lawyer-legislators from representing clients before state agencies, ex¬ 
cept courts. Rep. Saltmarsh voted for the code. 

Grand Jury (S 1482) — Passed by the Senate 25-6, and the Governor 
signed Into law November 28, the measure allowing lawyers to ac¬ 
company and consult witnesses In grand Jury courtrooms, replacing the 
law which permits consultation only outside the courtroom. Sen Rotondl 
approved the measure. 

Flip-Top Ban (S 68) — Passed by the Senate 19-14, (no House roll call I, 
and the Governor signed Into law July 12, a bill banning the use of flip-top 
containers In Massachusetts as of June 1978, Again, Sen Rotondl voted 
"yea." 

Senate Ethics Code <S 1859) — Passed by the Senate 36-1, (unrelated to 
the House), the Senate Ethics Code Including required disclosure of 
financial Interests by Senators, candidates, and Senate employees ear¬ 
ning over $20,000; prohibition of Senators representing clients before 
state agencies for a fee; and a limit of $60 a year that a Senator can ac¬ 
cept annually as a gift from a lobbyist or Interest group. Sen Rotondl 
voted for the Code. 

DiCarlo Expulsion (8 1483) — Passed 28-8 by the Senate, (unrelated to 
the House), a measure expelling Senator Joseph DlCiirlo from the Senate. 
Sen Rotondl voted forexpluslon.

Town Clerk Elsie Nelson says she is waiting 
to bear from another 38(14 residents 

In all. 8089 forms went out. covering 22,117 
known W inchester residents of all ages The 
forms were due back at Town Hall .Ian, 20. 
Failure lo return the requested information 
nr submission of false information may lead 
to a fine and-or imprisonment. 

Mrs. Nelson hopes to get the project 
wrapped up in llie next few weeks. In the 
meantime, she and her staff have been on the 
phone trying to reach tho.se who have not sent 
back their forms. The clerk's office is also 
subject lo fines if it fails to get the information 
back lo the stale. 

This year’s forms differ from past ones. In 
past years, two foi-ms were sent out. one for 
residents aged 17 and over, one for school age 
children. 

This year the Iwo forms are combined into 
one duplicate form for all persons residing in 
the town up to ihe pre.sent dale — including 
babies horn up to the lime their parenis fill 
out the form. 

The information in the censu.s is u.sed by 
stale and local agencies. The town uses it to 
compile a list of residents of voting age, and 
the school department uses il to make 
enrollment projections. 

Failure lo return the forms may result in 
your name being taken off the voting list. 
Anyone who has lived in town as of Jan, 1 
must respond.

Winchester Police received more than 5(XI 
phone calls in 16 hours Jan, 22 from residents 
asking about whether or not school would be 
open the Monday after the big storm. 

Police Chief John McHugh suggested that 
maybe the town would be better off holding 
school in the summer and giving the kids 
three months off in the winter. At least il 
would save some healing costs for the 
schools, 

But whal would you do with them on all the 
days they have to stay indoors? 

The chief backed the decision to reopen 
schools Jan. 23 after the storm, noting that 
there was probably less danger in having the 
children in school all day as opposed to having 
kids all over town out playing in the snow— 
and probably sliding in the streets and 
driveways, 


Clhief McHugh has also complained about 
the number of streetlights out of commission 
in town, He says a partial survey of the town 
taken Jan. 18 found 28 lights out, and there are 
probably more. 

The chief said Ihe Edison Company has 
been "very very slow in correcting 
deficiencies.” He acknowledged that the 
weather and related problems probably has 
Edison pretty l)usy elsewhere, though.

Kindergarten 

ICDITOK OF THE STAR: 

Readers should know lhat a group of 
concerned parenis is advocating lhat all 
kindergarten children have at minimum 15 
class hours per week throughout the school 
year. 

Offering kindergarteners 20 class hours a 
week, say from 9:3l) to 1:30 daily, would be a 
significant improvement over the average of 
11 and a half hours per w-eek now offered, 
iMany current kindergarteners now attend 
for only Iwo hours on four afternoons a week 
for cither half of the school year and for three 
hours on five mornings a week for the other 
half.) 

By the lime they enter kindergarten, the 
great majority of 4-lo-6-year old children 
have become accustomed to stimulating 
social and developmental nursery school and 
day care programs. (Of 3.1 kindergarteners at 
Mystic, for example, 31 have liad some sort of 
pre-school experience.) They participate in 
pre-kindergarten programs for anywhere 
from a few hours to a full day, often for four or 
five days a w'eek. 

Our kindergarteners need enough time at 
.school .so that, under their teachers' 
guidance, they can fully use and build upon 
(he interests, skills and knowledge they have 
developed already at home and through 
educational lelevision, as well as through pre- 
school. Anything less than 1.5 class hours per 
week is not enough. 

Plans and schedules are now being 
developed for kindergarten for 1978-1979 and 
beyond. Parent and community support forn 
15-20-hour-per-week kindergarten schedule 
and for a modern program for the kin¬ 
dergarteners is vital.

Heart diseases number one 
health problem for women

For many years, the American Hearl 
Associalion and other heallh educators have 
thought about women primarily in relation to 
the heart health of their husbands and Iheir 
families, The mule epidemic of heart attack 
certainly justified using any and all means to 
gain control of the rampaging death being 
dealt. 

In the process, the Mean Association 
points out. we almost have lost sight of the 
fact thal more women in the United States die 
of cardiovascular diseases than from any 
other cause, llegardless of the male 
vulnerability in this respect, diseases of the 
heart and blood vessels are the number one 
health problem of women, as well. 

Women are entering into the mainstream 
of a lifestyle which has contributed to male 
vulnerability to heart attack. While women 
appear to have some amount of protection 
from heart attack during pre-menopausal 
years, the advantage rapidly is being 
dissipated through a growing acquisition of 
traditional male risk factors. 

As equal participants in a way of life which 
produces unusual and unnecessary risks of 
heart disease and stroke, the American Heart 
Association urges women to look to their own 
health. 

One of the major diseases of the car¬ 
diovascular system includes high blood 
pressure. High blood pressure is a silent, 
mysterious killer... silent because it has no 
characteristic symptoms, mysterious 
because, in more than 90 i)er cent of the cases, 
the cause is unknown, and Ihere is no cure. If 
Hypertension is not controlled, serious car¬ 
diovascular complications may result.

One in 
every six adults has some elevation of blood 
pressure. High blood pressure can result in 
stroke, congestive heart failure and kidney 
failure and is a major risk factor in coronary 
artery disease. 

Recent data suggests that an increasing 
number of hypertensive patients are 
currently receiving effective treatment. 
These data also suggest thal the per cent of 
those who are aware they have high blood ' 
pressure may have climbed from 50 per cent 
to 70 per cent. 

Some studies have delected hypertension 
in children as young as tour years old. 
Research is being condiicled on the factors 
I hat may predispose a child toward hyper- 
tention and the levels of elevation llial should 
give cause for concern in children. 

'I'wo types of mass-screening programs 
are conducted by iicart Associations 
throughout the country. One type con¬ 
centrates on blood pressure readings to un¬ 
cover hypertensive patients. The other adopts 
a multiphlsic approach by also taking a blood 
test to determine cholesterol and blood sugar 
lolerance levels and by administering an 
eleclrocardiogram (ECGt to detect abnormal 
heart rhyihms. Height, weight and smoking 
history i,s often recorded on a medical history 
form. 

Regular medical checkups, either through 
priv,ate medical services or at clinics and 
health centers, are also an important way of 
detecting high blood pressure. Regular 
cheekup.s should also include un elec¬ 
lrocardiogram. and tests for blood sugar and 
blood cholesterol.

NEW REGULATIONS PROPOSED 
TO PURIFY DRINKING WATER 

January 25. 1978 - The Environmental Protection Agency has proposed new regulations 
designed to purify the nation's drinking water by removing cancer-causing and poisonous 
chemicals. 

The proposed regulations call for chlorinated drinking water to be filtered through activated 
carbon, a process designed to remove organic chemicals, and for restrictions on the level of 
trihalomethanes or THMs in drinking water. 

Some THMs such as chloroform are known to cause cancer In laboratory animals. 

THMs are formed when chlorine, used to kill bacteria in water, combines with synthetic and 
natural occurring organic substances found in water. 

Carbon filtration will be required for populations over 75,000 and smaller communities will be 
required to do so later. The Municipal Water Filtration Plants will have to replace their sand filters 
with carbon filtration. 

The proposed program marks the start of the first large-scale effort in history to deal with 
organic chemical contaminants In drinking water. 

The Town of Winchester will not do well on both counts. The Town is well under the required 
population and doesn't even have a Water Filtration Plant to convert over to carbon filtration. 

This EPA information to use carbon filtration is long overdue. We have been repeatedly warned for 
many years by pioneers like Ralph Nader, Dr. Samuel Epstein and Dr. Harris of the health hazards in tap 
water 

On December 5, 1974, Dr. Harris said, “They are not using carbon filtration because the 
waterworks industry has been quite successful in convincing the consumer that there are no 
health hazards with drinking water, that these small levels of organic compounds at best, or at 
worst, are only producing mild tastes and odors, and only periodic problems with tastes and odors, 
at that. The consumers have complained, primarily for taste and odor reasons, but—it’s been the 
refusal of the waterworks industry and scientists working in this area to really look seriously at the 
Implications of these hazardous substances to human health over the long term, and this refusal 
has led to a false sense of security.’’ 

The Delany Act states that any chemical added to food that 
produces cancer in animal experiments must be banned. This Act 
should also apply to drinking water. On July 8, 1976, chloroform was 
banned by the Food and Drug Administration for its use in toothpaste, 
cosmetics and cough medicine because it produced cancer in animal 
tests while this chloroform remains in our lap drinking water, for how 
can you ban water? 

Last summer, an EPA sponsored study was made and showed a 
44 percent greater cancer rate in certain types of cancer from cities 
that chlorinate their water than from those who do not. 

The EPA is allowing a certain amount of chloroform in drinking

Actually, it 
seems to be a political payoff to the big union bosses who 
supported Mr. Carter’s presidential campaign with lots 
of money, manpower and muacle." 

The Nashville fiouner-"The House has approved a 
Labor Law Reform bill. It smacks of forced unionism, 
coercion, political payoff and backroom dealing. It will 
sock it to the South especially—but to large and small 
businessmen everywhere."

Dear Senator; 

Union officials are looking to you 
and other members of the U.S. 
Senate to support S. 1883—a bill 
that will give them enormous new 
power and another weapon to force 
unionism on workers across the 
country. 

As you know, union professionals 
are now waging a multi-million dol¬ 
lar campaign to influence Congress 
to pass what ihey deceptively call a 
labor law “reform” measure. 

Because of the dire threat of se¬ 
vere penalties, the typical employer 
would knuckle under and sign a 
union agreement, almost regardless 
of what union negotiators deman¬ 
ded. And practically every time, 
union spokesmen insist that all em¬ 
ployees be required to pay union 
dues or fees as a condition of con¬ 
tinued employment. 

Why Big Labor Wants S. 1883 

Just how badly union organizers 
think they need S. 1883 is proven 
by the facts of sharply declining 
union membership. Private-sector 
unions sustained a net loss of 
866,000 dues-paying members be¬ 
tween 1974 and 1976. Union mem¬ 
bers now comprise only 20.1% of 
our total labor force—down from 
about 25% in 1965. And most of 
those workers joined a union be¬ 
cause they had to—to hold onto 
their jobs. 

But instead of making unions at¬ 
tractive and selling unionism on its 
merits, union bosses demand more 
coercive power. 

As the noted NEW YORK 
TIMES columnist A. H. Raskin has 
written, union organizers have 
come to rely on “union-shop con¬ 
tracts and other kinds of ‘pushbut¬ 
ton unionism’ in which the em¬ 
ployer delivers over workers.” 

The basic question. Senator, is 
whether you are going to push that 
button for Big Labor by supporting 
S. 1883? ' 

The National Right to Work 
Committee defends the right of 
employees who wish to join and be 
represented by unions. And we also 
defend the right of those employees 
who do not wish to join unions or be 
represented by them. Our belief in 
this basic freedom of choice is 
shared by the overwhelming major¬ 
ity of the American people, as re¬ 
ported by George Gallup and every 
other nationally respected pollster. 

S. 1883 with its compulsory un¬ 
ionism provisions is just not accept¬ 
able to us or any other fair-minded 
person concerned about the funda¬ 
mental rights of the American 
workers. 

And that’s not all. Senator. The 
real intent of those pushing S. 1883 
is to get up a head of steam with its 
passage and then make a massive 
assault on Section 14(b) of the 
Thft-Hartley Law. 

Last September, AFL-CIO pres¬ 
ident George Meany let the cat out 
of the bag by telling a Congres¬ 
sional committee that now was the 
time to revamp the first part of the 
National Labor Relations Act by 
passing S. 1883. “Then,” Meany 
said, “Let's get on to . . . Section 
14(b).” 

Senator, Your Leadership Is 
Needed. 

Senator, one thing this country 
clearly doesn’t need is another 
weapon which the bosses of organ¬ 
ized labor can use to force Ameri¬ 
can men and women into joining a 
union or paying dues to keep their job. 

That’s compulsion—that’s un- 
American—and that’s wrong! 

We urge you to stand up and de¬ 
fend the fundamental rights of 
working men and women. 

We urge you to announce publicly 
your strong opposition to S. 1883 
and pushbutton unionism.

Hoopsters edge Tanners, 
Rockets in close games

In two very close games last xx'cek the 
Winchester High School's baskelbali team 
defeated Woburn and Heading, edging the 
Tanners 57-54. and the Rockets 54-48. 

Against Woburn: "We were lucky", said 
Sachem ('oach Doc Wheeler. Woburn had an 
excellent game, as they hustled on defense 
and put three, players in double figures. Their 
defense centered on Sachem star Glenn Mills, 
and xvas entirely successful, as sophomore 
Mark Tully held Mills to only two field goals. 

Fortunately. Garry Tedesco had "his best 
game of the year," according to coach 
Wheeler, scoring 13 points and hauling in six 
rebounds, including three offensive rebounds. 
Ponny Allard continued his scoring binge, 
and added Ifi more points to his tally, in what 
Coach Wheeler described as "one of his best 
games; Waite.

In the first quarter. Woburn matched the 
Sachems point for point, as their defense 
immediately began to show its effectiveness;

JV basketball 
team loses two

The Sachem JV basketball team suffered 
two losses recently: 44-39, against Worburn, 
and 49-47 to Reading. 

In the Woburn game, the Tanners were 
always in control, and, as a result, never fell 
behind. This superiority was exhibited early 
in the game, as the Tanners surged lo a nine- 
point lead in the first quarter, behind the 
shooting of Frank Cirolo, who poured in eight 
points. 

In the second quarter, however, the 
Sachems came out with a new team, and a 
great deal more hustle, especially on defense, 
and managed to cut the Woburn lead to five 
points. This vast improvement was due. in 
large part, to the fact that the Sachems were 
taking more lime to set up their plays, while 
Woburn had lo rush their plays under the 
pressure of the Sachem defense, which was 
led by Randy Pearl, thus, the score at the half 
was 23-18. in Woburn’s favor. 

However, the Tanner’s lead was cut by 
only two points in the third quarter, as both 
teams loosened up, and quickened the pace of 
the game. This resulted in an increased 
output of points for both sides, as the Sachems 
scored 14 points, and Woburn racked up twice 
as many points as they had in the previous 
quarter However, this scoring binge was shut 
off quite rapidly in the last quarter, as both 
teams concentrated on defense. 

Unfortunately, the Woburn defense turned 
out lo be superior, holding the Sachems to 
seven points, while Winchester allowed nine 
Tanner points. Thus, the final score was 
Woburn 44, Winchester 39. despite the fact 
that Winchester had the only player in double 
figures, Jack Fallon, with 11 points. 
Howevver. this was not really a loss for 
Winchester, but rather a victory for the of¬ 
ficials, who saw fit lo call only 22 fouls on the 
Sachems, while handing out a grand total of 
six to the Tanners. 

Against Heading, though, one couldn’t 
complain, for the number of fouls handed out 
lo the teams was nearly c^iual: 23 for Win¬ 
chester. 25 for Reading — absurd! However, 
this number is indicative of the type of game 
that was played, for Reading is a very 
aggresive, pressuring team. This sort of 
strategy flustered the Sachems, and caused 
them to commit many errors as they at- 
lemple(l to deal with the Reading Team. “We 
couldn’t handle the pressure." said Sachem 
coach Bob Ford, “the team played belter, but 
missed too many easy shots, foul shots." 

These missed shots proved lo be the key lo 
the Rockets’ success, for the game was ex¬ 
tremely close at all limes, no team ever 
having clear-cut dominance over the other. 
This is reflectd in the scores at the end of the 
(juartei-s: Wn 11 - R 8; Wn 26 — R 22; Wn 36- 
R 34: Wn 47-R 49. 

Therefore. Winchester was able to control 
Reading’s pressuring, but was never able lo 
be dominant over them. This deficit is due In 
large part lo the Jeff McGoIdrick’s absence. 

"a calm and collected player." according lo 
coach Ford. Jeff’s presence would have 
caused the Sachems to react morecooly to the 
Rocket’s hard, hassling type of playing, 
expecially in the* fourth (juarter. when 
Reading pulled ahead in the last minute and a 
half. At that point, Winchester started lo 
scramble, and, as a result, lost the game 


talents of Glenn Mills, who had a key block 
x’ery late in the quarter, and to the offense of 
Allard and Tedesco. who combined for all of 
Winchester’s points in the fourth quarter, as 
Donny had six points. Gary. five. In the 
meantime, (he Woburn shooters xxere able lo 
come up with 14 points, all but four of which 
came from Clivio. Swymer, and Tully. who 
ended up with 19, 18. and 13 points, respec¬ 
tively. Thus, the Sachems just barely 
defeated the Tanners, 57-54: “it xx'as a tough 
loss it's 110 consolation (hat il was a great 
game." said the Woburn coach. 

Those were almo.sl exactly the words of 
the Heading coach after his team played the 
Sachems: “I’m not disappointed with our 
performance, but it could hax’c been the best 
game of the year for Winchester." It most 
certainly could have been the Sachem's best 
game, for "we put it all together; everyone 
contributed" according lo Sachem coach Doc 
Wheeler, Everyone means that seven players 
scored, and five of those players had at least 
five points. This balanced attack was 
spearheaded by Donny Allard and Glenn 
Mills, each of whom had fourteen points. 
Donny has scored sixty points in the last five 
games. On the other hand, the Rockets, 
though they had two pluyer.s in double figures, 
only had three players with more than five 
points Charlie Heineck with 19, Jim Brijida 
with 13. and Tom D’Arev with six points. 

This game was almost an exact duplicate 
of the Woburn game, for both teams were 
extremely well matched in the first quarter — 
even I he score of this quarter was close lo that 
of the Woburn first quarter — 14-13. as con¬ 
trasted to 14-14. However, this first quarter 
differed from that of the Woburn game in that 
Glenn Mills was allowed to score four points, 
(he xvas shut out in this quarter by Woburn) lo 
add lo Allard’s six points. These points in¬ 
cluded a beautiful steal and fast break effort 
by Donny. along with a standard 2C'jump shot 
with zero deflection. However. Donny XA'as 
outscored by Heading’s llcineck. xA-ho 
pumped in seven points ■ half of the Rocket’s 
total output for the entire quarter. 

However, the Sachems broke out of this 
‘we score, then you score, then we score’ 
pattern early in the second quarter, when 
they ran off nine slriaght points.

School plans narrowed to 2 


The long range task force working on the 
reorganization of Winchester's schools has 
narrowed the options down to two proposals. 
The task force voted to eliminate one of 
three plans under consideration at their 
weekly meeting Feb. l. The plan, one of the 
original 10 proposed by the Middle School 
Study Committee, called for maintaining 
seven elementary schools; the remaining 
plans cail for six elementary schools. 

The vote to cut out consideration of the 
plan came as a result of revised enrollment 
projections which show the pre.sent decline 
continuing for some years. 

The two plans still being examined by the 


Reflects on first year 

Sen. Sam Rotondi runs for a living 


Some might say Sam Rotondi earned his 
wings in his first year in the state Senate—the 
hard way. 

Every senator traditionally gives a 
“maiden speech’’ on a subject of his 
choosing—a speech on one of the issues at 
hand, or on an issue close to the senator's 
heart. 

Before he entered the Senate race in 1976, 
Sam Rotondi worked for the Mass. Bar 
Association as a legislative specialist—a 


lobbyist with a special interest in court 
reform. So one might have expected his 
maiden speech to be on problems in the 
judicial system and the need for reform. 

That isn’t the way it worked out. 

The first speech the newly-arrived senator 
gave was on the expulsion of veteran Senator 
Joseph DiCarlo. 

Rotondi wasn't even sure when he walked 
into the Senate Chamber one day last spring 
whether or not he’d give the speech. A fellow

senator came over to him. said he’d heard 
Sam was going to give a speech on expulsion, 
and advised him, “Remember, there won’t be 
any applause.” 

And when he went to his seal, Rotondi 
found Sen. DiCarlo sitting in the chair beside 
him. 

“It produced a lot of emotional strain.“ 
says Sam of the experience. The speech 
lasted 15 minutes. It could have been worse: 
Sen. Ronald MacKenzie, who was convicted 
along with DiCarlo of extortion, grew up 
about a mile from Rotondi’s home in Win¬ 
chester; Sam and he knew each other well. 

But MacKenzie had resigned after the trial 
and avoided judgment by the Senate. 

Why did Rotondi make the speech? 

“They knew how I was going to vote; I 
might as well tell it publicly," replies the 
senator. “I felt I had to do it." 

Sam had his reasons. He believes the 
Senate has the power and the responsibility 
under the state constitution to pass judgment 
on its colleagues in such cases. And even 
though the case was under appeal in the 
courts. "DiCarlo had been judged by a jury of 
his peers. A lawful process had determined 
lhat he was not fit to sit in the Senate. Sub¬ 
stantively, he had been tried." And Rotondi 
believes there was an even more final 
judgment; after expulsion. DiCarlo ran for 
re-election and lost. 

Not surprisingly, the expulsion stands out 
in Sam’s memory as "the single most 
devastating event that occurred last year It 
shook the roots of the Senate. There won't be 
the same type of ties or the same type of 
pressures there used to be." 

Though he was not comfortable about his 
maiden speech for weeks afterwards, Sam 
says the experience did a lot for his con¬ 
fidence in h8s new job. “If I was willing to 
speak on that issue, I could be willing to speak 
on any issue." 

And he welcomes the change in the 
working atmosphere in the Senate. "1 was 
never approached on a vote or on my feelings 
on an issue by the leadership," he says, noting 
the political structure in the Senate has 
loosened considerably. “I’ll never know why 
it happened, but I’m glad it did." 

As a politician, Sam Rotondi does not fit 
easily into the classic mold. He is friendly, as 
a good politican should be; but he lacks the 
•^’tant stare and polished mannerisms. He is

task force call for the closing of Noonan and 
Parkhurst, along with either Washington or 
Lincoln. 

The original plans called for all closings to 
take place in 1979 and 1980. However, it ap¬ 
pears now that one school, probably 
Parkhurst, may be closed as early as Sep¬ 
tember, 1978. Either Washington or Lincoln 
would be closed in 1979; and Noonan would be 
shut down in 1980. 

The task force also heard a detailed report 
on plans for development of a four-year high 
school, which is expected to lake place in 1980. 

There will be a number of problems 
associated with the conversion, relating 
mostly to facilitis. The task force's sub¬ 
committee on the high school will be working 
on solving problems in scheduling use of 
athletic facilities; expanding room available 
for home economics, industrial arts, and art; 
and altering the curriculum to adapt to a four- 
ycar arrangement. 

Some savings are expected as a result of 
the elimination of interscholastic athletics for 
grades 7 and fl; however, some if not all of the 
money saved may be fed back into the system 
to alleviate problems in other areas. 

In a report to the task force on cost 
analysis and redistricting problems, McCall 
Principal Joseph Forte noted lhat even with a 
reduction to six elementary schools, current 
projections indicate the schools will be even 
further under capacity in 1982 than they will 
be in 1978. 

If Vinson-Owen, Lynch, Mystic (with 
portables), Muraco and Ambrose are 
retained as elementary shcools through 1982, 
the combined capacity would equal 1820. The 
projected elementary enrollment for 1982 is 
120U students. 

Due at the next meeting of the task force is 
a report on the cost breakdown of the two 
remaining plans under consideration. 
Superintendnet William MacDonald has 
asked that the group come up with a 
recommendation after studying that report. 


Two boys die 

Storm dumps 33”; 
town shuts down 

Problems begin Cleanup starts 


In some ways Wincheser got off lucky in 
the latest slorm which deposited 33 inches of 
fallen snow and drifts up to 10 feet. There 
were no power outages reported anywhere in 
town, a blessing, according to both Fire Chief 
Robert W. McElhlnney and Police Chief John 
P. McHugh 

The tragic note which this storm brought 
to Winchester was the death of two young 
boys from carbon monoxide poisoning. 

Matthew Lawton. 11, of 21 Glenwood ave., 
and John Gang!, 12 of 22 Glenwood ave., were 
pronounced dead at Winchester Hospital 
despite attempts of emergency medical 
technicians and an off-duty nurse to 
resuscitate the boys. 

Police received a call at 2:53 p.m. Tuesday 
from Mrs. Joan l.,awlon whose son, Kevin, 
found his brother lying on the floor of the 1978 
Chevy wagon parked in their driveway. 

Young Lawton and Gangi were apparently 
trying to start the car, but the depth of the 
snow around th vehicle plugged up the 
exhaust pipe. 

Young Gangi, the son of Mr. and Mrs. Paul 
Gangi. was found in the back seat of the 
leased car. 

The fire department ambulance responded 
with firefighters Mclsaac, Nash Jr., and 
McDonough. When they arrived Police 
Officers Manzie and Albertelli were applying 
cardiopulmonary resuscitation (CPR) 
techniques in an attempt to revive both boys. 
An unidentified off-duty nurse was also 
assisting them. 

CPR attempts were continued en route to 
Winchester Hospital where Dr. Richard 
Kingsbury pronounced the boys dead at 3:42. 

Police estimate the boys were in the car 
for 35-40 minutes before Kevin Lawton 
discovered his brother lying under the driving 
wheel. According to Safety Office John 
McKinely the smell of carbon monoxide 
remained in the car an hour and a half after 
the boys were taken to the hospital. 

Police Chief McHugh praised Francis R. 
Manzie Jr. and Kenneth C. Albertelli. “If 
there was any hope at all for those two young 
boys, these officers would have been able to 
save them," he said. Lane Funeral Home is 
handling arrangements. 


Visiting hours for both John and 
Matthew are Friday 2-4 and 7-9 at Lane 
Funeral Home. Funeral mass for John 
will be Saturday at 9 and for Matthew on 
Saturday at 11, both at the Immaculate 
Conception Church, where the boys were 
members of the Queensmen Drum and 
Bugle Corps.

Lighting truck 
helps at Revere 

The fire department sent the lighting 
truck to help out in the severely hit 
Revere beach area. 

The truck and auxiliary firefighters 
left Winchester at 7 Tuesday night and 
finally made it to Revere at 10. As of 3 
Wednesday the truck was still in Revere, 

According to the chief's office, the 
truck is providing the only source of tight 
in a fire house being used to assist vic¬ 
tims of the flooding in Revere. 


The sun finally came out Wednesday 
morning, and by midday several downtown 
stores were open for business. Traffic was 
minimal, as most residents spent the day 
digging out or waiting to be dug out. Down¬ 
town. dozens of residents walked, skied, 
sleded and rode through town on horses, 
gawking at the 10 to 15-foot snowbanks and 
wondering at the altered nature of Winchester 
under three feel of snow. 

Exhausted DFW crews, plagued with 
equipment breakdowns and a 33 inch snow 
fall are trying to return Winchester to same 
semblance of order. 

DPW Director Walter Tonaszuck said 30 to 
40 percent of the town’s streets had not beoi 
plowed by Wednesday noon. He hoped all 
town streets would be open and passable by 
Thursday. 

Tonaszuck said the department's equip¬ 
ment had been breaking down under the 
heavy rate of snowfall. The major problems, 
he said, were broken chains on veMcles and 
stuck trucks. At one point the DPW had 14 
stranded vehicles. 

The town had not been able to get the 
rental equipment needed for the heavy snow 
removal. “Most of our equipment can't be 
used until we get heavy bulldozers or loaders 
to lead into the snow drifts," Tonaazuck said. 

Tonaszuck expected rental equipment 
would be available by Wednesday afternoon. 

Many of the DPW personnel had been 
working consecutive shifts, a few of the men 
had worked 48 hours straight. Tonaszuck said 
rotating shifts would continue to work around 
the clock until the large snow removal job 
was completed. 

One DPW employee said numerous cups of 
coffee and taking turns driving were the only 
things that kept him working. "You may 
catch a few hours of sleep and then it’s back 
again," he said. “I guess you have to pace 
yourself." 

The employees added that people in the 
town had been providing them with coffee as 
their plows traveled through the streets. 

In theDPW’s efforts to clear and widen the 
streets, Tonaszuck said crews have been 
pushing the street snow into high banks and 
onto the sidewalks. 

“I don’t think we'll see the sidewalks in 
Winchester until May," Tonaszuck said. An 
estimated time of when things would return to 
normal wasn’t made by Tonaszuck. 

Costs of this storm’s clean up could deplete 
the allotted DPW budget by Friday. 
Tonaszuck said. “It will be a very expensive 
and much more expensive than the last 
storm," he said. 

Elsewhere in town, the MDC is having it’s 
problems clearing Mystic Valley partway 
and South Border road. 

Spokesman for the MDC, David Young 
said the roads were both closed on Wednesday 
and had no idea wlien they would be open and 
passable to traffic. 

Tonaszuck said the state roads including 
Cambridge street had been cleared and 
salted.

When I came in to the lecislaturei. my 
first feeling was that 1 fell more comfortable 
out in the streets ’ 

Out m the streets is where Rotoodi went to 
get elected he canvassed door to door 
thrdO^hout the district, introducing himself to 
a k>i of strangers and talking about the issues 
He was not comfortable with the almosprfiere 
of the cold sales pitch at first, but his 
discipline paid off. and some of the con¬ 
versations he had slick with him to this day 
“I met people who had incredible stories ” 
There was the Arlington woman who asked 
how he felt about crime, then related the story 
of how her daughter had been shot by a 


boy-fnend at a family barbecue And he met 
two elderly women struggling to hold onto 
their homes, trying to fight rising property 
taxes on a fixed income 

The intensity of his campaign got to him on 
occasion He was so determined to keep up his 
long march through the district, he w-ent out 
on his daughter's birthday, then, in between 
houses, he stopped and asked himself w hat he 
was doing, and why. and how far would he go 
He turned around and headed for home for the 
birthday party 

The senator runs five miles a day. a 
practice that he sa>*s keep him in shape 
mentally as well as physically It s a time for 
him to be alone and clear his thoughts "I 
have to have my private lime " The exercise 
should serve him well, as heTl be going door 
to door again this year in his bid for re- 
election 

Once in the Senate. Rotondi yoined a 
weekly seminar of freshmen senators to learn 
about budget preparation and the mayor 
issues The Senate leadership came in to meet 
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the group on an informal basis, and Sam 
learned one of his first lesswe about the 
legislature the leadership may open up and 
treat their fellow legislators in a personal way 
off the floor, but once on the floor of the 
Senate, the relationship is strictly formal 
'•It’s a heck of a dichotomy. I ll never 
forget the feeling of that.’* 

.After the expulsion speech. Rotondi got 
down to the business of working on specific 
bills in the senate, working to get some of 
them through the ins and outs of the 
parliamentary proce<hire 

One of his first tastes of success was in the 
fight to pass the legislation allowing com 
munilies to set up their own pension funds 
Arlington first submitted a special bill to 
allow them tosel upsuch a fund According to 
Sen Rotondi. the measure was held up by ihe 
governor and a senate committee pending the 
set up of a state pension program. After a bit 
of pressure from legislators, the Arlington bill 
was rewritten to apply to all c<Mnmunities. 
and the measure finally was passed 
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Sen. Samuel Rotondi 


"It really didn'l take a hell of a lot to get 
it. ” notes Rotondi. " Vou can do it if you have 
a really good argument But for being in¬ 
volved in an\ given issue, you could win or 
lose it 

Once be got the hang of it. Sam comments. 

I started to get the idea that you could get 
some things done, if you really pul your mind 


to it.’* He says he was stnick at first by the 
amount of power his erffite had 

The freshman senator got himself wito 
several committees, including those on health 
care, human semces and elder affairs, 
transportation, and taxation "I spent a lot of 
lime In Ihe judicial committee hearings as 
well.** he sa>*s. referring to the discussions of 
one of his (Higinal pel issue* ccxiii reform 
He worked for the Nickinello Bill, which 
would have the state take over much of the 
cost of running the MBTA The bill was 
passed in the Senate and killed in the House 
The measure is to be refiled this year 
"There’s going to be great opposition to 
this bill: there’s got to be some trading off. 
politically." say's the senator He estimate 
Winchester would save $500,000 a year in 
property taxes—the amount the town is 
assessed for express MBTA serv ice, a service 
Winchester does not receive 

Even though the net effect would be mostly 
to shift the burden from the property lax to 
the income ux. Rotondi suggests. "Somehow 
this takes away the pain of it a bit." 

During House debate on court reform. 
Rotondi went in to see how the measure was 
doing “I was in there for five minutes and got 
dizzy. ” says he. ’it turned into a pumpkin at 
midnight"’ as the 1977 session closed 
"Political maneuvering ?nd personality 
clashes killed the bill." 

Rotondi insists the major issues involved 
in court reform were buri^ under the debate 
over salary increases for court personnel 
"The question of the substantial salary in¬ 
creases for court judges and staff was the 
only issue I heard people discuss in the last 
four weeks." says Rotondi. 

Passed over in the debate were the 
problems of dealing with more than 400 
separate C(Xinty budgets for the courts, the 
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backlog of cases in superior court, and the 
lack of control over counlv government 

••It is a system that has collapsed." the 
senator exclaims ''ll doesn’t belong In the 
hands of county government." He calls the 
county administration "a subtle form of 
government*' which the public has little 
access to or control over In support of the 
stale lakeover of the courts. Rotondi asserts. 

‘•| believe it would decrease the burden on 
cities and towns by creating a unified budget, 
central purchasing, a unified admi.istration. 
and a free, interchangeable use of courtrooms 
and judges." In other words, the cost should 
go down. 

Rotondi was a co-sponsor of the original 
bill filled by the League of Women Voters, 
which included no pay raises. He worries 
about the prospects for this year. 

"If it doesn't pass by March, it won’t pass 
at all." he says, explaining that the reform is 
largely a creation of politicians and the 
media: it has little grassroots backing 

Another victory came in the effort to pass 
legislation granting increased tax 
abatements for the elderly. It also expands 
the requirements for eligibility. After some 
haggling, Rotondi and others managed to get 
some of the stale’s budget surplus from last 
year applied to the abatement program. Sam 
never forgot the elderly women trying to save 
their homes. 

The senator has become concerned with a 
variety of other issues as well, from problems 
in secondary medical care and home carp 
services, to tax reform, to prepaid legal 
services, to children’s services, and to 
"drastic" problems with wife and child¬ 
beating. 

As for internal problems in the 
legislature—the possiblity of more scandals 
revealed and misbehavior discovered, 
Rotondi stales flatly: “Believe me, there’s 
more to come." 

Rotondi himself came under a lot of 
pressure when it came lime to vole on the 
anti-abortion amendments to the stale 
budget. Though he says he is against abortion 
in principal, he voted against the ban. 

"1 didn’t feel the bill was what it was made 
out to l>e. I had to decide to whether to vole 
according to what the public perceived the 
bill would do, or according to what it actually 
would do. I voted according to how I felt." 

He objected strongly to persons 
questioning his morality because of the vote. 
Thai’s one reason he wants to go out cam¬ 
paigning door to door again. 

"If people know you, they may not agree 
with you, but if they do know you, they won’t ! 
judge you morally." 

His first year in office, with all the debates 
and a few. very heated issues, has toughened 
Sam’s skin a bit. He says it’s easy to get hurt 
personally in the Senate and adds, "I think 
I've grow'n a little bit harder because of it." 

He’s also grown a bit more philosophical. 
He reflects on the role of legislatures In the 
recent past: 

“1 think the lime will be seen as the lime 
when the legislature gave up its power to 
decide. The imperial presidency of Richard 
.Nixon didn’t occur because he look it, it oc¬ 
curred because Congress gave it to him." 

And on the legislature here; 

"The legislature is catering to the whims 
of the public. I feel they really want some 
leadership, and it's needed especially in the 
legislature.”

Some Department of Public Works em¬ 
ployees worked 48-hour shifts to try to keep on 
top of this "storm of the centurv," but as of 
Wednesday noon only a third of the town's 
streets were opened. 

No major fires had been reported during 
the first two days of hurricane-force winds 
and swirling snow. That was a good thing, 
because hydrants are still only barely visible 
in some places and virtually useless in others 
where they have not been shoveled out 

Other police and fire news included 
several breakings and enterings, many 
amublance runs, and some wind and snow 
damage. 

The ambulance and Engine 2 responded to 
a car fire early Monday morning on 
Washington street and took the driver to the 
hospital.

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Bay State roll call 

The Senate. The Senate picked up its pace and held two roll calls last 
week. "Beacon Hill Roll Call" records local Senator’s votes on these two 
issues. 

Gaming study (H 1002) — Senate defeated 15-1, a motion to postpone 
until May 3, further Senate action on a measure allowing the Government 
Regulations Committee to study various documents and continue Its 
Investigation of the possibility of establishing a division of gaming In The 
Attorney General's office. The division would apparently work on various 
ways of establishing various methods of "legalized gambling" in the 
state. Supporters of postponing the measure argued the Committee has 
been studying the matter for over six years, noted consultants have been 
hired and some $90,000 spent, claimed the continuation of the study 
merely continued many patronage jobs and wasted the taxpayers’ 
money, and said postponement would stop the funding and force the 
Committee to give a full report by May when the Senate would be able to 
see If any progress was made. Rotondl voted against postponement. 

Tax cut resolution — State defeated 21-4, a motion to immediately 
discharge from the Senate Rules Committee resolutions urging a tax cut 
for the people of Massachusetts. Supporters of discharge argued the 
Governor’s budget Indicates there will be a surplus of more than $400 
million and claimed the Senate should go on record, as soon as possible, 
urging the money be used for a tax cut for the taxpayers, and noted 
discharge from the Rules Committee would olace the resolutions on the 
Senate floor for debate and a vote. Rotondl voted against discharge. 

The House. The House continued Its Informal sessions last week, and 
as the committee hearings on thousands of bills continue, the House la 
expected to meet in formal session and begin roll calls shortly. 

Filibuster — House defeated, 162-76, an attempt to eliminate a new 
House rule which allows a Representative to move for an Immediate vote 
on any matter when any Representative has talked for more than three 
hours. Supporters of the rule argued It would stop filibuster abuses and 
prevent one member from tying up the House on one bill, pointed to other 
rules limiting debate In certain cases and noted the requirement for a 
two-thirds vote to stop the filibuster was an adequate safeguard. 
Representative Saltmarsh voted for the limit on debate. 

Locks on roll call machines (H 6100) - House defeated 188-42, a move 
to provide $7,000 to buy 240 locks for each House member’s voting switch 
attached to the electronic roll call machine. Supporters claimed there 
have been many abuses of the switches over the year and argued that 
some members have voted for fellow members who are absent. Some 
opponents Insisted the matter should be settled by the House If abuses 
exist and not by purchasing locks, while others questioned whether the 
abuses actually existed. Representative Saltmarsh voted against the 
locks. 

Unanimous consent — House supported Speaker McGee’s ruling 160- 
64, which requires unanimous consent of all House members to discharge 
a bill from The Bills In Third Reading Committee (BTR) onto the House 
floor for debate and a vote. Some supporters argued BTR was the final 
place for complete review of any legal and other problems with a bill and 
argued the Committee should not be rushed and forced to release bills 
that have not been properly reviewed. Other supporters disagreed, but 
supported the ruling because they noted that this matter of Interpretation 
Is traditionally left up to the Speaker. Opponents argued the ruling gives 
the Speaker total power. Is undemocratic, will continue to bottle up 
legislation and also cited a 1951 House Journal which sets the precedent of 
requiring a two-thirds vote. Represenatlve Saltmarsh voted against 
unanimous consent. 

Third reading discharge — After the House reestablished the two- 
thirds vote requirement for discharging a bill from BTR onto the House 
floor for debate and a vote, the House defeated 157-72, a move to require a 
simple majority vote to replace the two-thirds requlrment. Supporters 
argued that dozens of bills die In BTR every year, claimed BTR Is sup¬ 
posed to review bills for legal technicalities but instead often bottles up 
bills the leadership opposes, and noted the discharge Is not automatic 
approval but merely places the bill on the floor for the 240 
Representatives of the people to approve or disapprove. Opponents 
argued BTR is the final and very Important reviewing place for 
legislation and It must spend sufficient time on each bill, and further 
noted the two-thirds requirement simply follows suit with rules to 
discharge bills frbm other committees. Representative Saltmarsh voted 
for requiring a two-thirds vote. 

Counties and ways and means discharge — House approved 222-9, a 
measure sponsored by the leadership which would modify the 
requirement for a two-thirds vote to discharge a bill from the Committees 
and Counties and Ways and Means. The new measure provides that any 
motion made before 45 days to force a bill onto the House floor for debate 
and a vote still requires a two-thirds vote, while any motion after 45 days 
requires only a majority vote. Saltmarsh voted for the rule. 

More counties and ways and means — House defeated 176-47, a move 
to suspend rules to allow consideration of an order reforming the 
requirement of a two-thirds vote before 45 days and a majority vote after 
46 days to discharge a bill from The Ways and Means and Counties 
Committees. The order would retain the two-thirds requirement before 46 
days, but would then require any bill held more than 46 days to be 
automatically discharged with an unfavorable report. Representative 
Saltmarsh voted against rule suspension.

Remember the pungent odors blowing 
down from Woburn a few months back ’ 

The apparent cause of the odors was a 
construction site, where crews were digging 
up old hides from a tanning factory: the hides 
had been buried years ago and were pretty 
ripe by the lime they were dug up 

Now a Winchester resident insists she has 
discovered another source for the odors. 

Mrs. Evelyn Delaney of 24 Hines rd. had 
suspicions about the Atlantic Gelatin Com¬ 
pany. which is situated much closer to the 
Winchester line than the old tanning factory 
site. She says her children and neighbors 
were getting sick, appcirently from the doors. 

So Mrs. Delaney got on Ihe phone and 
ended up talking to the slate’s Department of 
Environmental Quality Engineering. She 
asked them lo look into the problem. 

An inspector from the EQE. Joseph 
Dowling, did come out to look at the plant, and 
he did find violations of the stale codes; but 
the EQE says it is unlikely Atlantic Gclalin 
had anything lo do with Ihe odors last fall. 

“They were very cooperative,’’ said 
Dowling of the staff at the gelatin plant. 
"They’re pretty up on environmental 

problems there.They’re doing more than 

we required, lo bo perfectly honest." 

What Dowling found at the plant were 
malfunctions in systems designed to 
eliminate or neutralize odors caused in the 
plant's curing operations. One system was out 
of operation from Jan. 20-26. According lo 
Dowling, because of problems created by the 
Jan. 20 snow storm, the staff at the plant had 
lost track of the amount of a certain chemical 
in one of the systems used to neutralize the 
odors. 

In another one of the systems, w-hlch is 
operated manually, the afterburners which 


normally burn off the odors had not been 
turned on. 

Dowling cited the company for the 
violations, and the company says the 
problems have been taken care of. 

“They were pretty open about it," com¬ 
mented Dowling, who said the EQE would be 
coming up with some recommendations to try 
lo avoid the breakdowns in the fulure. “I don't 
think it should be blown out of proportion,” he 
added. "It was a one-shot deal," They were 
very cooi)eralive." 

A company official said some calls had 
come in several months ago about the odors 
coming down into Winchester. The official 
blamed the construction site in Woburn for 
the problem. 

"Frankly, it wasn’t us....We have a 
reputation for smelling that way, and because 
we have that reputation, we have made an 
effort lo take care of it and we’re sensitive to 
it," the official said,’ 


With all the news about the EPA’s new 
regulations for drinking water, you may be 
wondering how Winchester, with its recent 
history of problems, is faring. 

The state tested Winchester’s water for 
chloroform content on Jan. 24 and the result 
was 7 parts per billion; the EPA’s proposed 
standard for maximum contaminant level is 
100 parts per billion of chloroform and related 
chemicals. 

The tests were conducted at the state’s 
Lawrence testing lab by the Department of 
Environmental Engineering. Comparing 
Winchester to other towns tested, A1 Silvia 
from EQE commented, “Winchester is not 
among the high ones.’’

^What am / doing here?^

Everyone will look back on the ’’great 
blizzard’’ with their own unusual anecdotes, 
memories, and perhaps tragedies. My 
memories will be just as vivid.

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By day John Keller is a mild-mannered, 
suburban commuter who faithfully fulfills his 
obligations as a children’s bonk editor. 

By night, however, this same John Keller 
was transformed last week into a villainous, 
mustachioed, conniving kidnapper, traipsing 
all over the world with the abducted Baroness 
von Wolflrap, who eventually outdid the evil 
Count Zadakoff and his accomplices. 

The occasion for all this hilarity and mirth 
was, of course, the annual Winton Club 
Cabaret, which blew into Town flail last week 
with all the glitter and warmth of a Fourth of 
July celebration. 

With some very strong support from, 
among others. Dot Santos as the Baroness 
and Carol O’Shaughnessy as her chaperone 
ZiZi, Keller provided the focus which kept the 
show together. Nothing fazed him as he went 
from jillerbugging with n giraffe to donning 
ballet tights at the Bolshoi. 

The sets provided iht* perfect backdrops 
for the action. The first scene was set at a 
castle in Luxembourg, where the invited 
guests had gathered to celebrate the betrothal 
of Baroness von Wolftrap and Prince Pepsi, 
played with real-life ardor by Dot's husband. 
Dick Santos. The set here was very clever as 
the orchestra pit was really in a pit — in this 
case the moat around the castle. 

A mention of the music should be injected 
here. Under Kevin Farrell’s orchestration, 
the musicians went from Star Wars to 
Camelot to Paris in Springtime in an original 
overture. P'arrell, assistant conductor for The 
King and I on Broadway, maintained his pace 
throughout the show. 

The creaking drawbridge opened, to the 
applause of the audience, to reveal the 
ballroom and a Winton Club tradition 
followed as local celebrities waltzed through 
the hall. 

During the merriment, the baroness is 
carried away by Count Zadakoff and his 
cronies, and the search is on. 

One of the loveliest scenes In (he show was 
set in London, as street vendors Cathleen Gill. 
Jane Lang, and Joann Stevens plied their 
wares. Another highlight of that scene was 
the “What’s for Lunch?” song, harmonized 
with gusto by a group of men extolling the 
virtues of Spam. 

Nancy Warnock opened the next scene 
with her earthy nightclub rendition of 1 Love 
Paris. She and her husband William, prin¬ 
cipal of Lincoln School, are well-known to 
Winton Club cabaret audiences. 

It must have been the aura of beauty 
synonymous with Paris, but the costumes for 
the Vive Les Girls episode were just stunning. 
A dozen fashionable “ParBsians" came oul 
onto the stage in a variety of elegant gowns 
and headdresses, fantastic in the sense of 
“fantasy.” It was quite a scene. 

Meanwhile, while all these scenes are 
evolving, the baroness is eating constantly, 
getting fatter and more obnoxious, and Is. in 
fact, abusing her captors. She pounds the 
count, quite literally, heaping insults and 
desserts with equal vigor. 

The next clue in the search for the 
baroness lakes the prince Pep.si and the 
chaperone ZiZi to Russia. The scene opens at 
the Bolshoi Ballet. It was probably the fun¬ 
niest scene in the show. 

Some of the ballerinas, the Swans, were 
from Harriet Hoctor School of Ballet, and 
they were just fine. When the Winchester 
Search and Rescue team approached with 
their butterfly nets, however, the ballerinas 
outdid themselves. They managed to confront 
the searchers and rescuers, demolish them 
and leave them gasping on the floor, all 
without losing step of their ballet. It was 
marvelous. 

John Keller provided the epitome of humor 
in this scene as he danced, or galumphed 
perhaps, a pas de deux with such abandon and 
delight that the audience responded with 


laughter that shook the banners hanging from 
the Town Hall balconies. 

The baroness, meanwhile, is slurping 
borscht and abusing Count Zadakoff, 
becoming more and more of a headache to the 
villain. 

The next ciuc takes the fearless Prince 
Pepsi and ZiZi to field to await a message 
from outer space. The set here was really 
good as the stage crew provided a landing 
space ship with flashing lights and billowing 
smoke. The hatch opened and out came the 
Winton Club drill in silvery costumes and 
extraterrestrial weapons. The drill 
traditionally closes the first act of Winton 
Club shows. Ann McGovern, 1976 show 
chairman, strutted out from the space cap¬ 
sule properly attired as Dark Wader, with 
billowing cape and black mask. 

Act Two opened with gypsy dancers In 
Spain. The baroness is still eating and this 
lime she lets out her hostility in song. Dot 
Santos did a very nice job with “I Hate Men” 
and used the Town Hall space to good ad¬ 
vantage as she swirled across the floor, 
stopping at tables to sing to men in the 
cabaret audience. 

The evil count, becoming more and more 
Fed up with the baroness as she becomes more 
and more fed up with desserts, remembers 
The Good Old Days in a nice solo. 

The next clue lakes Prince Pepsi and ZiZi 
to Africa and again the set, costumes, and 
talent were in abundance. 

Donning a grass skirl, and letting 
inhibitions fly. John Keller, jitterbugged a 
Watusi Wiggle with Ann McGovern, who was, 
at this point, a giraffe. 

The set was clever for this scene, with 
grass skirts covering the roofs on the grass 
shacks. The scene opened with animals 
feeling their way across the stage. 

The animals (a panda in Africa?) did a 
marvelous tambourine routine along the edge 
of the stage. After an exhausing performance, 
the animals took off their heads to reveal the 
Winton Club members inside and went 
through the routine again. It was a very ef¬ 
fective technique. 

The last scene takes place in the orient. A 
long-tailed dragon snaked through the set and 
a madam (Dorothy Wadsworth) presented 
her “china dolls.” Midge Kelley created the 
dragon, which was painted in several layers 
by Winton Club members. 

Phyllis Williams was called into action 
again in this scene as she poured out 
“Oriental Blues," The dancers were also 
back for a tap dance routine to bring the show 
to an end. 

The show ends on the note that the Prince 
does not want an overstuffed Baroness, the 
villains are out of money, and have suffered 
enormous abuse at the hands of their captive. 

Just a note about production: The show 
was produced by Chateau de Ville Produc¬ 
tions of Framingham under the direction of 
Bunni and Gerry Roberts. This is the first 
time they’ve worked with the Winton Club. 

Each chairman of a cabaret show, in this 
case, Ann Sutherland, chooses the theatrical 
company she wants to work with after in¬ 
terviewing local and New York companies. 

All the talent is from greater Boston, all 
volunteer, as is the stage crew. These handy 
workers are husbands of Winton Club 
members and they do everything — building, 
hanging, sets, moving scenery, creating 
special effects. 

Costumes are brought in from New York, 
Haverhill, and Boston for this show. Winton 
Club members re-fit, re-hang, and organize 
the costumes. Performers dress downstairs 
at Town Hal] and before the next day the 
offices have to be cleaned up so that town 
employees can get into their offices for 
business. 

Lighting and sound are done 
professionally by Adams Lighting Company 
and (^rus L. Jacobs sound.

WINCHESTER WATER 
VERSUS THE MDC 

The Winchester Reservoirs supply water to most of the Town while the MDC supplies West of 
Cambridge Street to the Arlington • Lexington borders. 

Both water qualities are similar because they are drawn from Lakes. 

Both supplies are untiltered and contain little creatures that collect on faucet strainers which are very 
unsanitary as they deteriorate. 

Both have soft water that is very corrosive to metal pipes and plumbing. In the past 40 years all new 
home developments have used cement asbestos water lines which release asbestos fibers as the 
pipes wear Most of the new homes are on the West Side of Town. 

The Winchester water supply uses chlorine for disinfection and with a higher amount of organic 
matter produces a higher amount of chloroform. 

The MDC uses the combination of chlorine and ammonia for disinfection. These supertoxic chemicals 
are needed to kill the bacteria in the long distribution system from the Quabbin Reservoir to the Boston 
area and its suburbs. While the chlorine is producing chloroform, the ammonia is producing chioromines. 
This potent combination is supertoxic to bacteria but also to humans. The problem here is the consumers 
must also drink this poisonous combination. 

The MDC Waterworks will be in a frenzy if the ERA makes 
known that they disapprove of mixing chlorine and ammonia in 
drinking water. 

At one time it was considered that these small amounts- ot 
chemicals were too insignificant to do much harm but today it is 
believed that these small amounts play a major role in the Public’s 
health. 

If one part per million of fluoride can have an effect on 
children's teeth, what ill effect can small amounts of supertoxic 
chemicals and pipe corrosion have on their health? 

Next to accidents, cancer claims more lives of children than 
any other disease. So what are we doing wrong? According to 
the Library of Congress, 60 to 90% of all cancer is caused from 
the environment, which is air, food and water. Most children live 
in the suburbs where the air is cleaner. The food that babies and 
young children receive from their mothers is good and 
wholesome. They do not smoke, drink or eat junk foods, so what 
is left - their tap drinking water. There is no doubt that cancer is 
caused by all 3 sources but indications are that chlorinated water 
is playing a greater role than was first anticipated.

The fact seems to be that America’s drinking water, long deemed the safest and cleanest in the 
world, has been finally overtaken by the ravages of industrial pollution. 

According to the ERA, there is a minimum of 4,000 cases of water-borne illnesses each year. 
Even more serious, in the view of Federal water experts, are the long-range dangers to health that 
can result from years of exposure to impure drinking water. “We are not dealing with Just acute 
impacts, but long-term buildups,’’ says the ERA’S James McDermott. “We are saying that there are 
a hell of a lot of things we can’t see that we are very concerned about. 

We are finding bacteria, viruses and trace metals In drinking water now because we just started 
looking for them.” 

...chlorination is not up to the task of purifying today’s technology-polluted water. One ol the lew 
sure methods guaranteed to remove such pollutants is to filter the water through charcoal carbon. 

Crisis: Already, scientists consider the risk of cancer, genetic diseases and other ailments 
presented by America's dirty drinking water a problem approaching crisis proportions. 

Both the Winchester and the MDC water are reaching crisis proportions for trtey both have bugs 
and worms ■ chloroform bacteria at times - viruses - heavy metals and pipe corrosion • chlorine and 
cancerous chloroform ^ and the MDC has ammonia and chioromines. 

While both water systems meet the water standards, there must be something radically wrong with 
the standards and the method of disinfection. 

Dr. Herbert Schwartz: "Rutting chlorine into the water supply is like starting a time bomb. Cancer, 
heart trouble, premature senility - both mental and physical - are conditions attributable to chlorine- 
treated water supplies." 

And, charging that chlorine “is the greatest crippler and killer of modern times,’’ Dr. Joseph Rrice, 
chlorine researcher at Saginaw, Mich., called the widely used purifier "the cause of an unprecedented 
disease epidemic which includes heart attacks, strokes, senility and sexual impotency. 

“Chlorine is an insidious poison. Most medical researchers were led to believe it was sate, but we're 
now learning the hard way that all the time we thought we were preventing epidemics of one disease, we 
were creating another. 

Two decades after the start of chlorinating our drinking water in 1904, the present epidemic of heart 
trouble and cancer began.” 

Dr. Hayes ot the University ol Indiana said, "Drinking water is conventldnally disinfected by chlorinatidn. This can result in 
chlorine being incorporaled in some of the naturally occurring compounds in Ihe water. By themselves, these compounds are 
harmless. But once they are chlorinated, some become carcinogens The ozone system is used in Europe to disinfect water 
supplies and its use in the United Stales should be investigated as a possible solution. Another method is to pass water 
through an activated carbon filter to remove organic contaminants." When using carbon filtration at home, both the organic 
matter and the chlorine is removed .. .t. 

Since the 1973 Newsweek article, the 

evidence has mounted so fast that scientists 
no longer question whether chlorine causes 
cancer - but how great is the threat? 

On January 25, 1978, the ERA finally 
came out with recommending carbon filtration 
because carbon can remove the cancer- 
causing agents in chlorinated water.

One of the items 
frequently overlooked 
when remodeling or 
buying a new home, is the 
capacity of the hot water 
heater. First notice of this 
oversight normally is 
discovered while under a 
hot shower when it turns 
ice-cold prematurely. 
But, then it is too late. So, 
here’s a short course on 
the subject. 

The capacity of storage 
water heaters is rated in 
two ways and is usally 
imprinted on the 
nameplate of the tank. 
t)ne number tells you the 
capacity of the tank, and 
the other number shows 
the recovery rate per 
hour. The sum of the two 
numbers gives you the 
number of gallons of hot 


w'ater a tank can supply 
in one hour. 

A tank of 50 gallons 
capacity with a recovery 
rate of 40 gallons will 
supply 90 gallons an hour 
which should be plenty for 
a family of five in a home 
with two baths and an 
automatic dishwasher 
and clotheswasher. A 
family of four without the 
dishwasher should be 
able to get by on a 30 or 40 
gallon tank with 30 gallon 
recovery.

Louis Cappello's wife Ann Cappello, came 
to the rescue last week when food started to 
run low at the fire house. Ann cooked up a 
huge batch of spaghetti for the station’s 
dinner on Thursday night. 

Winchester Camera Shop owner Jim 
Connelly got a chuckle out of the people who 
came into his Waterfield road shop. “The 
people came in and said, 'There’ll never be 
another storm like this in my lifetime.’ So 
they dug out their old cameras from the attic 
and came down to record the blizzard on film. 
I had one woman come in Wednesday and ask 
for a roll of 616 film. That’s an old rolMype 
type and we had a couple of rolls, but they 
were outdated by almost a year. She went 
homo to look for another camera and couldn’t 
find one, so she came back and said she’d take 
her chances on the old film." 

Salvador F. Porras of 8 Robinson circle 
has lived in Winchester for 25 years and never 
written to The Star. He stopped by this week 
to praise the DPW to the skies. “The people in 
this town Just don't know how lucky they are 
to have dedicated, loyal employees working 
for them. We’re on a cul-de-sac and we knew 
we'd be one of the last places to be shoveled 
out, but when those men came, they were just 
beautiful. I want them to know.” 

The DPW weren't the only ones out 
shoveling. Two bovs on Westland avenue, 
when asked what they did all week with no 
school, replied with an ill-disguised sigh, “We 
shoveled and shoveled and then shoveled 
some more.” 

A Hines road resident gained five puonds 
last week. “I baked and baked all week,” she 
said. “I made brownies, wheal bread, 
cookies, cakes, chocolate cherry cake. I 
really enjoyed myself.” 

One resident supported the post office last 
week. He was sending copies of The Globe and 
The Star to everyone he knew who didn’t live 
in New England.

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$8.6 million 
school budget 
ok’d for 1979 

. The school committee gave final approval 
Monday night to a fiscal 1979 budget totalling 
$8,615,592. That figure is down by $1163 from 
last year's total. 

Also okayed by the board were the 1979 
budgets for athletics ($166,132), school lunch 
program ($68,217), and community use of 
schools ($26,400). 

The approved budget, which now goes to 
the town manager, is considerably lower than 
the $0,986 million budget originally proposed. 

The general school budget, account 2100, 
breaks down as follows: 

— $7,180,785 for personal services, a 
decrease of $32,753 from last year; 

— $1,409,375 for other expenses, on in¬ 
crease of $37,829 from last year; 

— $25,432 for equipment, down by $6239 
from last year. 

The budget reflects the latest enrollment 
projections released recently, which indicate 
the drop for next year will be even greater 
than first anticipated in October. The best 
Hgure available at the school deparmtent 
predicts a decline of 400 students by Sep¬ 
tember. 

Both the athletics and the school lunch 
budgets were reduced by applying the 
available cash balances in each account. 
Athletics is up by $17,222 this year; school 
lunch is down by $1779. The community use of 
schools budget is also down, by $3577. 

The total budget may be further reduced 
before town meeting. The school board ex¬ 
pects to realize savings in the sabbatical 
account, which traditionally runs short of the 
amount required to be budgeted by the 
teachers' contract. 

In addition, the athletic and school lunch 
budgets may be further adjusted to account 
for any cash balance accumulated in the next 
few weeks. 

The board voted unanimously to approve 
all four budgets. 

Chairman Robert Frank praised the ef¬ 
forts of the odministrationr— of Pauline Hill 
and Jack Fallon in particular— in preparing 
and revising the budget. 


Red €noBt! -appeals 
for relief funds 

The American Red Cross has laun¬ 
ched an emergency fund appeal to hel[: 
support its efforts to assist the victims of 
Ihe recent blizzard disaster. 

According to officials the Red Cross 
disaster relief operations were mobilized 
throughout the area on Monday evening, 
Feb. 6. In the more severely stricken 
areas, mass care facilities were 
established and handled more than 42 
thousand people who were forced from 
their homes or were stranded on the 
highways. Nearly 1(K) shelters were 
opened and food, blankets, cots and 
general assistance were furnished. 

Estimated cost of the Red Cross 
disaster operations throughout the af¬ 
fected areas in New England has topped 
a million dollars. 

Paul Colella, chairman of the Win¬ 
chester Red Cross Chapter said, “We are 
counting on local support to help those 
severely affected by the disaster. Con¬ 
tributions to the Disaster Relief Fund 
may be sent to the Winchester Red Cross 
Chapter, 39 Church si. We shall ap¬ 
preciate your help.”

Roads cleared, 
DPW budget dry 

By the weekend the downtown area and 
the public works.ia^ona). ,Mrvices Imdget 
had been cleaned ^ 

Not everyone was pleased with the way the 
cleanup has been handled; however, most 
comments praised the efforts of the DPW 
crews in the face of the severe conditions. 

Plowing started last Monday night and 
continued into Wednesday, when tlic clean up 
began. DPW Director Walter Tonaszuck said 
his first priority was to gel all of the streets 
cleared so emergency vehicles and fuel 
trucks could get through. After that had been 
accomplished, removal of the snow in the 
center began. Once the downtown area had 
been cleared, the crews went to work on the 
schools. 

There was some disagreement over the 
priorities when the selectmen, Tonaszuck, 
Town Manager Thomas Groux, Police Chief 
John McHugk, Safety Officer John McKinley, 
and the school committee got together for an 
emergency meeting Sunday morning. 

Chairman Robert Frank of the school 
board criticized the decision to clean out the 
center before moving to the schools, Groux 
defended the procedure, citing safety as the 
prime concern. Selectmen Chairman Bar¬ 
bara Hankins backed them up; 

“Our prime consideration is safety, 
period.... The school parking lols are pretty 
darn low on my priority list,” she said. 

Frank reacted by saying he understood 
that it was up to the selectmen to set the 
priorities; however, he questioned “the 
wisdom of removing all the snow from Ihe 
center before even plowing parking lots. I 
understand that's important, but so is having 
school,” he replied. 

(The meeting Sunday was held to discuss 
the reopening of school and the safety factors 
involved. The final decisions regarding 
opening school, and the special transportation 
arrangements, were relayed by the 
superintendent to the parent associations and 
through them to the parents,) 

The DPW had some help in cleaning out 


Ihe snow: Five big loaders were brought 
down from New Hampshire (see separate 
story'; two large loaders were hired from 
Woburn; another large loader was hired from 
a third company; and six smaller hired 
loaders joined the town's two loaders. Two 
bulKlozers— one the town's, one hired- 
operated the snow dump at Ginn Field. 

1 'taszuck explained that very little salt 
was put down tlurihg the storm, and only 
small amounts put down to clean up slick 
spots after the plowing was completed!. 
Therefore, the snow hauled away by the town 
and dumped along the banks of the Aber- 
jona, according to Tonaszuck, had a very low 
suit content. 

The greatest problem with equipment was 
with the chains. "Most of the trucks at one 
time or another got bogged down and had to 
gel pulled out,” said Tonaszuck. He added 
that a shortage of chains in the area made the 
problem worse; also, spare parts for 
damaged or broken down equipment were 
impossible to get as long as Boston was closed 
to driving. 

Tonaszuck gave much of the credit for the 
cleanup operation to Eddie Murphy, the high¬ 
way division operations manager. “He was 
more or less in charge of the whole 
operation,” said Tonaszuck; “He’s the man 
who got the job done. He and the men did a 
hnll of a job.” 

Police officers were involved in directing 
traffic for the DPW crews, and others who 
joined in included the call firemen, auxiliary 
firemen, and the auxiliary police. 

Snow movers 
arrive from NH 

The DPW got a big lift — several, in fact — 
thanks to the efforts of Hep. Sherman “Whip” 
saltmarsh, who called a company in New 
Hampshire and got the town some heavy 
equipment to fight the blizzard. 

Afer being contacted by Town Manager 
Thomas Groux and discussing the mailer 
with DPW Director Walter Tonaszuck. Whip 
called the Audley Corporation in Bow, NH 
Wednesday night. By Thursday morning, two 


large loaders had arrived by flatbed. He 
callcdagainThursday afernoonatSp.m., and 
by 7:30 two more loaders had arrived. 

A fifth machine was brought down Monday 
to help with snow removal and widening the 
streets. The largest of the loaders Is called a 
“9B8”;lhe mammoth machine cost $215,000 
new, according to Rep. Saltmarsh. 

Storm’s costs 
top $100,000 

Town Manager Thomas Groux estimated 
the overall cost of the storm will be more than 
$100,000 when it's all added up. 

Through Sunday, $69,000 had been spent 
for hired equipment. Groux said the extra 
help was costing about $10,000 a day. “We']] 
taper them off as soon as the school yards are 
clear, then we’ll reduce only to those we need 
to conduct the ongoing street widening,” 
Groux said Tuesday. 

Federal funding to help pay for the hired 
help may be forthcoming from two areas. 

Under a program sponsored by the Army 
Corps of Engineers, some of the contractors 
may receive direct payments for up to 100 
percent of the cost of widening the streets and 
certain “essential” work done after 4 p.m. 
Friday. 

And up to 75 percent of the cost of the hired 
equipment may come from federal 
emergency relief funds. Selectmen Chairman 
Barbara Hankins said she had been assured 
by Sen. Edward Brooke and Lt. Gov. Thomas 
O'Neill 111 that Winchester would get the 
funds. 

Mrs. Hankins traveled into Boston 
Saturday to meet with the senator, Gov. 
Michael Dukakis, and other city and town 
officials to discuss emergency measures and 
relief funding. The emergency relief funds 
would apply only to work done from Tuesday 
through midnight this Sunday past. 

Overtime costs for the DPW as of Friday 
totalled $15,000; Groux estimated that by 
Tuesday that figure had risen to more than 
$20,000. Not included are overtime costs for 
police and fire personnel (those figures were 
not available as of Tuesday evening). 


The streets are clear, the traffic ban has 
been lifted, and schools are back in session, 
but recovery from the worst blizzard of the 
century will be continuing for weeks to come, 
and the after-effects will be felt as far away 
as next year's tax rate. 

Even though driving is allowed, conditions 
in Winchester are far from normal, and the 
selectmen have asked that residents use their 
automobiles as little as possible. 

The stories that follow outline some of the 
reverberations of the storm and some of the 
hundreds of stories that have come out of the 
past week and a half. Two things arc certain: 
(he storm affected everyone, and no one will 
forget it. 


Schools reopen 
Tues. & Wed. 

Secondary schools opened Tuesday, and 
the elementary schools were scheduled to 
reopen Wednesday. Kindergarten is optional 
through the week: children may attend if 
their parents accompany them to and from 
the bus service or provide their own tran¬ 
sportation. 

No student parking is being allowed at the 
high school in an effort to keep traffic 
congestion to a minimum downtown. 

Extra bus pickups have been arranged by 
the school department, and parents are urged 
to car-pool and drive children to school 
whenever possible. 

Police have added crossing guards and 
have posted a 15 mile per hour speed limit 
throughout town to make passage to the 
schools on foot safer. Drivers are urged to use 
extreme caution; because the sidewalks will 
not be cleared for some time, most of the 
children will be walking in the streets to 
school. 

No children will be allowed home for lunch 
from the elementary schools; parents should 
provide bag lunches. 

Because so many days have been lost due 
to snow this year, the school committee is 
discussing how best to make them up with the 
administration and the teachers. One 
possibility; cancel the April school vacation. 
Others include lengthening the school day, 
holding regular sessions during release days, 
and adding days to (he end of the school year. 

Selectmen impose 
15 mph limit 

Most streets in town are clear, and some of 
the major highways are even dry. However, 
because many streets are only open to one 
lane, the selectmen have imposed a 24-hour 
parking ban on the side streets and secondary 
roads. 

While tho driving ban was still in effect in 
Boston, the selectmen arranged for com¬ 
muter buses to run from the depot in the 
center to Government Center and back during 
rush hours. The service was provided Monday 
and Tuesday by Bertini Bus Company, the 
company which provides school tran¬ 
sportation for the town. The cost was about 
Sl4(X)for the two days. 

The traffic ban in effect in Winchester 
from last Tuesday on was officially lifted at 6 
p.m. Saturday. However, local police had 
loosened the restriction somewhat during 
Saturday to allow residents to travel down¬ 
town for food shopping. Officers in and 
around the perimeters of town were checking 
cars coming into town and turning all but 
those on essential errands back.

Board agrees to consider two school plans

The school board decided Monday night to 
narrow their examination of lung range plans 
to two proposals for reorganization ol the 
school .system. 

The committee voted unanimously to go 
along with an earlier decision reached by the 
long range planning task force which would 
limit detailed consideration to two plans: one 
submitted by the Middle School Study 
(’ommittee, the other submitted by the 
Concerned Parents Committee from the 
Washington School. 

The decision effectively confirms that the 
Noonan and Parkhurst Schools will be closed 
— unless the school committee decides to do 
nothing at all. In addition, the key decision to 
be made between the two plans is whether the 
third school to he closed will be Lincoln or 
Washington. 

‘‘Both plans are, in my opinion excellent,” 
commented Superintendent William C. 
MacDonald. Both plans would establish a 
four-year high school, one grade 7-8 middle 
.school at McCtilJ, and six grade K-6 
elementary schools. 

Both plans also call for closing Parkhurst 


and Noonan and converting Lynch to an 
elementary school. 

“The hard decision is going to be the third 
sebool,” MacDonald said. ”Al some point in 
time, a third school will be closed.” The 
Middle School Study Committee’s plan calls 
for closing Washington; the Washington 
parents’ plan calls for closing Lincoln. 

.\fler running through the arguments 
which led the task force to narrow their op¬ 
tions to the two plans. McCall Principal 
Joseph Forte described enrollment trends for 
(he school cominitlec and compared these 
figures with school capacities under the 
various options 

Forte told the committee that four schools 
siKfUld definitely bo kept operating: Vinson- 
Owen, Lynch. Mystic, and Muruco. “Those 
four are in key ureas, and I don’t think you 
l aii do without them,” he contended. 

He noted that the best enrollment forecast 
to date for 1982 shows an elementary 
population of about 120(1 students If Ambrose 
is added to the four "must retain” schools, 
capacity would total about 1820. Adding either 


Lincoln or Washington to the group would 
give the system enough capacity for a 50 
percent margin of error in the enrollment 
projections. Forte explained. 

"But the enrollment statistics do not 
dictate the approach.” he added. He said the 
committee and Ihe town must decide the 
number and localian of schools to be main¬ 
tained at any cost. Another crucial decision, 
according to Forte, is what the maximum and 
minimum capacities of each school should be. 

School board member Heinrich Holland 
brought up another possibility: that both 
Washington and Lincoln could be closed, 
given the enrollment data on hand, by the 
early 1980s. While Supl. MacDonald agreed 
that that is a very real possibility, he told the 
committee, "I would be loathe to suggest it at 
Ihis time,” 

Holland noted that it takes time to dispose 
of closed schools and that enrollment 
projections indicate such a .sharp decline that 
further closings should be considered, "I 
strongly urge the task force to widen its 
horizons to IB82,” he said. The task force 
plan.s take the system up to 1980; the 


enrollment projections, however, .itretch to 
1982, 

The task force has not come up with a 
definite timetable for school closings, though 
it has been determined that 1980 is the first 
year the high school could be changed to a 
four year set-up. 

With more than 450 empty seats in the 
schools this year and an expected decline of 
400 mure by September, there has been some 
pressure to close Parkhurst as early as this 
year. Task force member Noreen Arcari told 
the school committee that one problem 
associated with closing this year would be 
getting rid of the building; she noted that 
other towns that had closed schools agreed 
that the worst possible disposition of a closed 
school is to mothball it, mainly because of the 
potential for vandalism. 

However, MacDonald said that after 
"looking at the numbers, there might be a 
reason for closing a school in September. 

The task force is continuing to meet 
Wednesdays to go over the cost factors and 
issues of transportation and redistricting 
associated with the two plans.

Local woman 
in fair condition 
after CO poisoning

The boys, Scott Allen and Scott Carzo, both 
14, ran for help to the home of the Kirk¬ 
patricks, of 5 Francis circuit. Edward Kirk¬ 
patrick, 17, and Philip Kirkpatrick, 14, pulled 
Mrs. Doyle from thecarand intoasnow bank. 
Their mother Kathleen, a nurse, nd- 
ministered emergency CPR. Mrs. Doyle had 
been resuscitated when the ambulance 
arrived moments later. 

Fire Chief Robert McElhinney said 
firefighters had difficulty removing Mrs. 
Doyle to the ambulance because of high snow 
drifts. The woman was carried over a seven 
foot drift by tolx)ggan and brought to Win¬ 
chester Hospital.

Reported taken 
were skis, bicycles, and various household 
articles with a total value of $600.

Woburn district court was closed until the 
weekend and most other business came to a 
halt, as the town coped with the problems of 
enduring and then cleaning up after the 
storm.

Most 
callers were looking for services, but some 
just called because they wanted someone to 
talk to.

Hospital staff 
pulls through 

Thanks to the extra efforts of local 
residents and hospital workers, business was 
pretty much as usual at Winchester Hospital 
throughout the storm. 

There were no problems with light or 
power or food shortages, and even the 
scheduled meals stayed the same. What was 
unusual were the time and effort people put 
into simply getting to work on the hill; some 
walked, one person came on a snowplow, 
another arrived by snowmobile from Woburn, 
one person (a physical therapist) skied in 
from Reading, and a local man with a four- 
wheel drive Bronco brought 18 persons to 
work. 

In addition, local police and the National 
Guard helped out with transporting patients 
and prescriptions; and some families 
bringing in relatives waiting around to give 
others rides home. 

Many of the hospital employees who came 
in to work Monday ended up staying over a 
few days — they took turns, alternating shifts 


with four hours of sleep. One women was 
around from Monday morning to 10 p.m. 
Wednesday. 

The husband of one of the RNs couldn't get 
to his job at a cafeteria Tuesday, so he came 
in to the hospital and helped out cooking In the 
kitchen. 

A nurse from Woburn who was pregnant 
worked all day Monday and went into labor 
Tuesday. Since she was snowbound, two 
emergency medical technicians went to her 
and helped her deliver at home. They brought 
her and the baby — which the woman dressed 
up with a little hat with a pom-pom in to the 
hospital, and the nurses there said it was the 
best-dressed baby ever admitted. 

Oddly enough, only two babies were born 
at Winchester Hospital Tuesday. The average 
Is about six to eight a day; and the number 
went back to normal on Wednesday, after the 
storm had passed. 

One woman calling the hospital was suf¬ 
fering from something most residents could i 
relate to: she called and said she had been 
stuck at home for three days alone with her 
child, her husband was stuck at work In town, 
and she was going crazy for someone to talk 
to on an adult level. 

The nurse on the other end of the line 
obliged her, and after a bit of conversation, 
the caller said thanks and goodbye. 


Tennis center 
roof caves in 

When the roof of the front section of the 
Winchester Indoor Lawn Tennis Center caved 
in last Tuesday during the blizzard, friends 
and neighbors came to the rescue, and a 
temporary structure was up by the end of the 
week. 

One of the owners of the club, John 
Kosloski, spent two sleepless nights at the 
center, watching to make sure none of the 
fixtures froze. 

He said he heard the first crack around 1(H 
a.m. that Tuesday, and when a second, bigger 
crack resounded in the afternoon, he knew 
they were in for trouble. One side section gave' 
way, then the peak collapsed in a mass of 
twisted metal and debris. The plate glass 
windows looking onto the courts below, sitting 
in the wall just below where the roof caved in, 
suffered not a scratch. 

There was some damage to the offices 
upstairs, and the lounge had to be moved 
downstairs onto one of the courts; but overall, 
the crew down at the tennis center seems to 
have managed quite well. 

A crane came in Saturday, and the old ro<^ 
was •cut up and lifted off; with the help of 10 
volunteers, a temporary structure was put 
up. Koslowski says he is now waiting for a 
shipment of steel for a more permanent 
roof..which he says will have a steeper pitch. 

Meanwhile, some of those stuck at home 
with nothing to do decided to get some 
exercise; one man walked over from Melrose 
and another came from Wakefield on foot tO; 
play tennis at the center. 

Another roof which collapsed in the storm' 
was at General Gelatin Company on Cross 
street. 

The damage occurred Tuesday of last; 
week and was repaired this Monday. Work at, 
the plant is back to normal. 

John Pitman, plant manager, said, "The 
damage was minimal. We truly expected tp 
find a great deal more." 

The area involved was about 12 by 20 feet 
and was apparently related to a structural 
weakness inherent in the original ar¬ 
chitecture, according to Pitman.

9 QUESTIONS OFTEN ASKED BY 
POTENTIAL DONORS, VOLUNTEERS, 
OR THE GENERAL PUBLIC 


1. “Whit Is the money used lor?” 

The American Heart Association funds research, professionai education courses (for doctors, nurses, 
police, firemen, ambulance drivers, etc.), programs to inform the pubiic about heart disease and com¬ 
munity programs (like Heart Saver and blood pressure screenings). 

2. "Why aren't we a member of the United Way?” 

There are two reasons for this. First, because the Heart Association would not realize enough money to 
support its programs by receiving a portion of the total given to the United Way. And, second, the donor to 
the United Way has no control over where his money finally goes. By running an Independent campaign, 
the American Heart Association is able to receive the funds it needs to fight the nation' No, 1 health 
problem. The Heart Association is not opposed, however, to running concurrent campaigns with other 
agencies as partners. 

3. “Doesn’t the Federal Government support heart research?" 

Yes, It does, but the Heart Association has two advantages here. First, the Heart Association Invests most 
of its research funds in the work of young, pioneer investigators, who are likely to develop new ways to 
treat and prevent heart disease. And, second, the Heart Association is able to respond more quickly to 
requests for research grants than the Federal Government. Because of the advantages. Heart Association 
research grants have led to many new and exciting developments, including the electronic pacemaker, the 
heart-lung machine, and cardiopulmonary resuscitation. 

4. "How much does It cost to raise money?" 

Nationally, it costs the American Heart Association about 15* for every $1,00 it raises. 

5. “Who determines how the funds are spent?” 

The Board of Directors of each component of the Heart Association makes that decision. Members of the 
Board are always volunteers. 

6. “What portion of the money remains In our community?" 

Seventy-five (75%) percent of all money raised in each state remains in that stale, and 60% of the money 
raised within our chapter remains to be controlled by our local Board of Directors. 

7. “Do you provide funds for heart patients who need medicine and surgery?" 

No, we do not. Because of the vast numbers of people who have some form of heart disease and the high 
cost of health care, we couldn't contribute much in that way. Our money Is better spent on programs 
whose goal is to help all the people with long-range programs, rather than trying to help only a few people 
with short-term relief. 

8. “Just how are you fighting lor my life?” 

Locally, we are educating health care professionals about the latest techniques in caring for heart patients, 
training CPR instructors, assisting in the Heart Saver program to train the public on how to perform life¬ 
saving CPR, conducting blood pressure screenings, and informing the public about the risk factors of 
heart dIsedSb ahd how to reduce them. Of course, we also provide grants for researchers to tty to f|nd the 
, caus^s,andpo1ential cures for heart disease. ^ 

9. "Is Ihe American Heart Association part of the Heart Fund?" 

Actually, it’s the other way around. The Heart Fund is a registered trademark and the American Heart 
Association is the corporate name for the same organization. Technically, then, the Heart Fund is part of 
the American Heart Association. 


During the past 25 years cardiovascular medicine has made extraordinary progress in the fields 
of diagnosis, prevention, treatment, open heart surgery, coronary care and rehabilitation, reports 
Ms. Phyllis Estabrooks, Heart Fund Chairperson. Many of these advances have been speeded by the 
Increase In funding lor research, and the application of new knowledge in programs developed by 
the American Heart Association. 


Voluntary public contributions are the only source of financial support of the 
Heart program. The goal is to give each person an opportunity to contribute to this 

program.

Winter driving: 

A few basic precautions wiH 
help you through to spring • 


"With winter In full swing, area motorists 
should review the basics of winter weather 
driving,” Winchester Police Chief John P. 
McHugh commented this week. 

"Every year at this time, the International 
Association of Chiefs of Police reminds 
drivers of ways to take extra precautions 
against winter's deadly tricks." And a basic 
problem, according to lACP and Chief 
McHugh, is the combination of too much 
speed for too little traction. 

Each year, the National Safety Council’s 
Committee on Winter Driving Hazards 
conducts tests and gathers data that make a 
strong argument for special precautions on 
winter-slick roads. Important speed-to- 
traction relationships include: 

Glare ice is treacherous! How dangerous? 
Take this example; Under normal conditions 
you can stop on dry pavement from a speed of 
20 mph in 17 feet with regular highway tires 
on your car. At that same speed, using those 
same tires, you can skid as far as 200 or more 
feet before coming to a stop under glare ice 
conditions! That’s on the order of 10 to 12 
times your normal stopping distance. 

Driving icy roads requires drastic speed 
reductions. Here’s how much; Considering 
that you can stop on dry pavement in about 
150 feet from a speed of 55 miles an hour, you 
must slow down to 20 miles an hour or even 
less to skid to a stop on glare ice in the same 
distance!

3. "Pump" your brakes to slow or stop - 
don’t jam them on. An intermittent pumpiog 
action keeps the wheels rolling and helps 
maintain steering control. 

4. Have good tires with good treads, BoUfcr 

yet. use snow tires which provide half again 
as much pulling power in snow as regular 
tires, Studded snow tires (where permittel) 
off^r still more help on icy surfaces. * 

5. Always carry reinforced tire chains in 

the trunk of your, car for use during sevde 
snovC- and ice conditions. They provide fourio 
seven times as much traction on snow or ice 
as regular tires. ,l_ 

6. Keep your windshield and windows clc?f 

at all times. Replace streaking wiper blades 
gone dead from exposure to sun, wind and oily i 
road film. Be sure that your .windshie|fl I 
washer solution contains adequate ant/^ I 
freeze, ,

Civil defense ready to act 


It seems when severe woalher such as last 
week s storm hits hard, two groups are called 
into action, one the National Guard and the 
other the civil defense. In Winchester;s case. 
l>oth were standing by if needed. 

The National Guard has. of course, 
received a large amount of publicity for its 
life-saving endeavors in the hardest hit parts 
of our slate. The local civil defense, on the 
other hand, has been pretty much left to itself 
— an image its new director, Richard L. 
Sampson, will be working to change. 

Sampson's appointment became effective 
Keb, 6. the day The Storm started. It was a 
baptism by blizzard. 

“Wc contacted some boy scouts and their 
fathers." said Sampson, himself active in the 
scouting movement, "who responded at the 
police station with four-wheel drive vehicles 
and snowmobiles." The young men were 
ready to transport hospital personnel or 
patients if needed and to carry food to those 
without. 

Sampson was also in touch constantly with 
Police Chief John P. McHugh and with Fire 
Chief Robert W. McElhinney. The lighting 
truck, staffed by auxiliary firefighters, 
assisted many long dark hours in Revere. The 
auxiliar>’ police and fire departments are 
part of the civil defense budget. 

Radio communication in time of hardship 
is maintained through a system of ham 
operators and two-way radios. It was by using

this resource that Sampson came up with the 
vehicles for emergency transport. They were 
not needed, something Sampson is glad about. 
The CD is something which should be there 
and ready, but you hope not to need it. 

The auxiliary police were sent out 
Saturday arounii town, enforcing the no 


driving ban at strategic spots and checking 
the reasons drivers were out. 

Sampson kept in touch, not onl6 locally, 
but also w’ith CD headquarters in Tewksbury. 
He was ready to move whenever needed, with 
four-wheel drive vehicles and with clothes 
gathered in case anyone in town needed them, 

"It was a rough beginning," Sampson 
said. “When 1 agreed to take on the civil 
defense. I had no idea I’d be getting to work so 
fast!" 

A couple of things remain in his mind now - 
that the town is back to normal. "One thing 
wc have to do is compile an inventory of 
vehicles which can go through anything. Wc 
had to spend loo much time trying to round 
them up because we didn't have that list." 

Sampson also recalls that the civil defense 
was able to react and would have been of even 
more service to the town if needed. 

Dick Sampson moved to Winchester from 
Lexington in 1905. Since then he has been 
active as a town meeting member and was 
chairman of the 1971-1974 ad hoc committee to 
stabilize the lax rale. He served as cubmaster 
for Cub Scout Pack 503 and committee 
chairman for Roy Seoul Troop ,503. He also 
received "Woodbadge" scoul leadership 
training in 1972. 

Sampson has been active in the Christian 
Science Church here, serving as Sunday 
school teacher, youth activities chairman, 
and as president. He is currently serving as 
First Header. 

He is a graduate of MIT and Harvard 
Busineess School and has held management 


positions at Marlin Aircraft, MIT. and 
rolmiial Associates. He has also served as a 
management consultant at Harbridge House, 
Inc and Loomis-Sayles and Co. As a student, 
.Sampson served as ROTC cadet battalion 
commander and captain of the Army ROTC 
rifle team. 

He and his wife, Elizabeth (Arnold), reside 
at 8 Sheffield rd. with Iheir five children.

The Catholic 
churches in town distributed ashes on Sun¬ 
day, as recommended by Humberto Cardinal 
M^eiros. 

St. Mary’s reported the best Sunday at¬ 
tendance in months. The Thursday and 
Friday masses were well attended by walkers 
but only one person attended the 6:45 Ash 
Wednesday service. 


United Way gives 
to 3 local groups 

Three local agencies will benefit from 1978 
allocations recently announced by the United 
Way of Massachusetts Bay. 

The North Metropolitan Homemaker 
Home Health Aide Services has received 
$4,000 as its 1978 allocation, The amount is the 
same as the agency received in 1977. 

Also to receive United Way funds is the 
Winchester Chapter of the American Red 
Cross. The United Way has allotted a total of 
$1,850,000 to the Red Cross, to be disbursed 
among 28 local chapters in the Mass. Bay 
area. Specific amounts to ea h chapter will be 
determined by the Red Cross. 

The local office of the Mystic Valley 
Mental Health Center Association is the third 
agency to benefit from United Way dollars. 
That agency received $20,000 as its 1978 
allotment, up $1,970 from 1977. The agency 
has its headquarters in Lexington, with of¬ 
fices in Woburn, Burlington, and Winchester. 

Total allocations made by the United Way 
of Mass, Bay to all of its 161 member agencies 
for 1978 amount to $15,150,369, an increase of 
$1 million from 1977. 

The allocations were approved by the 
United Way’s voluntary board of directors at 
its December meeting, following year-long 
examinations of the agencies’ financial ac¬ 
counting, management abilities, service 
delivery, and overall performance. The 
examinations were accomplished by 95 
volunteers, comprising eight allocations 
committees. Dollar amounts are based on the 
result of the 1977 United Way Campaign, 
which raised a record $16 million.

Gibson on tour of 
American embassies 

John S. Gibson of Winchester, professor of 
political science at Tufts University in 
Medford and chairman of the Tufts Inter¬ 
national Relations Program, left Jan. 9 on a 
month-long tour of American embassies in 
the Middle East and India to review 
educational and cultural exchange programs 
involving the United States. 

Gibson will visit American embassies in 
Morroco, Egypt, the United Arab Emirates 
and India to review the cultural and 
educational exchange programs sponsored by 
those countries and the U.S.

Miss Vanessi, playing Kate 
to Graham’s Petruchlo, and played by 
Pauline Lewin, is rather perturbed by a 
simple matter of mixed-up flowers, and by 
Graham, her ex-husband, and so decides to 
leave the show. However, Frederick enlists 
the aid of two Chicago gangsters, who are, in 
real life, John Rule and Stuart Downs, to 
prevent this catastrophe from occurring, for 
otherwise, they would not be albe to collect 
the lOU of ten G’s that Graham supposedly 
incurred in a crap game. (Actually, Bill 
Calhoun, who plays Lucentio, signed the lOU 
— he is played by John Fairbanks) Mean¬ 
while, sweet Bianca acted by Anne-Louise 
Casey, flirts her way into and out of a couple 
of romantic crises. However, I’ll not ruin the 
show for you, so I’ll stop at that.

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Local scientists study 


X-rays tell tale of the violent events in space

Slurs Inirnins slowly over billions of years 
jjjilaxies moving vast distances apart • those 
tune and distance scales are so immense 
etnnpared lo what wo experience on earth 
that \se usually tend to picture a slow- 
ehanging universe Hut during the past 
decade, astronomers have observed a more 
explosive asjH'Ct of the universe as sensitive 
instruments pick up X-ray emissions from 
outer space

l.ewin of Winchoslor and Dr. Claude 
Camzares of Arlington have l>ccn involved 
uitli reeoni X ray studies at the 
Massachusolls Institute of Teehnoiogy The 
siiidii's include experiments aboard the 


National Acrnoautics and Space 
Administration satellite HKAO-A. 

At two a m. on Aug. 12. 1977, NASA 
launched the largest unmanned scientific 
satellite in its history. This High Energy 
Aslonomy Observatory (HEAO-Ai and 
HEAO-IC to be launched this fall, contain 
equipment to monitor X-rays from outer 
space, providing information on such in- 
Iriguing phenomena as quasars and what 
seem to 1^ ‘'black holes" in space. The fion 
pound observatory performs many of the 
same measurements as ground-based 
Iclescopcs as it moves through the skies 

Dr HaleHrandl of SOClover St. in Hclmont 
IS co-principal investigator of one of the 
HEAO-A experiments. For his research. Dr. 


Hradt uses an instrument he helped design to 
find positions of X-ray sources in space. The 
instrument, called a scanning modulation 
collimator, is installed on hoard the satellite 
X-rays result when liigh-encrgy particles, 
usually from explosions, collide with matter, 
light or magnetic fields. "This collimator 
provides astronomers with enough data to 
search for an optical countoipart to an X-ray 
source among five to ten stars instead of 
hundreds,” explains Dr. Bradt, 

One important result of this experiment so 
far, says Dr. Hradt, was the identification of a 
nova or exploding star in September. As 
IIEAO A scanned over one region of the skies, 
the collimator received a strong X-ray signal. 
The instrument (hen gave optical 
aslronomors on earth a precise position of the 
bright spot and in two days. Australian 
aslroiiomcrs found (he flaring star - actually

two stars orbiting each other to form a binary 
system. In such systems, material from the 
smallerstar slams into the more massive one 
svith the stronger gravitational pull and 
generates X-rays. 

Another important result from the 
t’ollumator experiment, Dr, Bradt reports, 
was (he discovery that what appeared to 
optical astronomers on earth as a smudge in a 
glolmlar cluster (a region of old stars in our 
galaxy the Milky Way) was also a source of 
rapid X-ray bursts previously discovered by 
Dr. Walter Lewin. 

This data baffles astronomers, because in 
these clusters of old stars, there is no gas, 
dust or new star formation to produce X-rays. 
Hesearchers remain uncertain of how X-ray 
emitting activity occurs among old stars. 
MIT scientists believe the globular cluster X- 
ray source is a special binary system peculiar 
to globular clusters; Harvard scientists hold 
that the X-ray source may be a massive 
"black hole,” 

Dr. Walter Lewin of 25 Squire road in 
Winchester anticipates even more exciting 
break throughs from HEAO-A by the end of 
I97H. "It usually takes about one year for a 
satellite to bring home the bacon. Right now’, 
we’re looking for what we expect,” says Dr. 
Lewin. His part as co-principal investigator of 
another of the HEAO-A experiments is to 
survey as many high-energy X-ray sources as 
possible. 

Dr. Lewin (as well as Dr. Bradt) also 
works with data from NASA’s Small 
Astronomy Satellite (SAS-3) launched in 1975 
and directed hy MIT srienfiRts. The most 
important outcome of this research was the 
discovery of the shape and emission pattern 
of various X-ray burst sources, Dr. Lewin 
reports. These bursts last no longer than a 
few minutes but generate as much energy as 
the sun does over several months. "We do not 
know what these sources are. and we arc still 
puzzled by the outbursts, which are among 
the most intriguing mysteries in astrophysics 
today,” wrote Dr, Lewin in a recent article 
for American Scientist About 30 burst 
sources have been identified since the first 
discovery in 1975 by Harvard University 
astrophyslsl Jonathan Grindlay. 

SAS-3 studies also aim to pin-point a 
gamma ray source that may be emitting X- 
rays. "Violent explosions are going on at this 
source, emitting 100 billion times more 
energy than the sun in X-rays alone.” says 
Dr. Bradt. Scientists believe this could be a 
quasar • a mysterious object that appears to 
be a very distant star but emits as much 
energy as entire galaxies. 

In addition, SAS-3 enabled scientists to 
obtain an accurate mass of a neutron star (a 
remnant of a supernova explosion) for the 
first time. "One spoonful of neutron star 
material weighs about 100 billion tons. This 
information is of crucial importance to our 
knowledge of the evolution of a star,” Dr. 
Lewin says. 

But scientists have X-ray readings from

some sources that indicate even more 
compact objects than neutron stars. To ex¬ 
plain such results, scientists developed the 
"black hole” theory. The theory proposes the 
existence of objects so compact that their 
gravitational pulls prevent even light from 
escaping their boundaries 

"One of the most likely candidates for a 
black hole is Cygnus X-1,” says Dr. Claude 
Canizares of 19 Windemere ave. in Arlington, 
also involved in SAS-3 research. This X-ray 
source in the constellation Cygnus the Swan 
seems to be a binary system with a very 
compact heavy object feeding off material 
from a companion star rotating around it. 
Present instruments show irregular X-ray 
pulsations from this source, unlike the 
regular patterns from neutron stars. These 
random emissions would be expected from a 
black hole, Dr. Canizares explains, because a 
black hole has no structure. Last fall, SAS-3 
research produced a second black hole 
candidate in the constellation Circinus, 

Dr, Canizares is also working with plans 
for the HEAO-H satellite to be launched this 
fall. For seven years, he, with his associates, 
has been developing an instrument called a 
focal plane crystal spectrometer for the 
HEAO-B program. The Instrument is

designed to accurately measure the energy of 
X-rays from celestial sources. "The 
measurements will be KM) to 1000 limes more 
accurate than those we have now.” says Dr. 
Canizares. Because energy emissions vary 
with the temperature, density, and chemical 
content of the source, these X-ray 
measurements can provide scientists with 
data on the composition of X-ray sources. 

Aboard HEAO-B. the specrometer will 
lake X-ray measurements from binarj’ stars 
and remnants of supernovas - huge stellar 
explosions occurring late in a star's life. 
During the earlier years of X-ray research, 
most studies were exploratory. "Now we 
want to know more details, to gel the physics 
of what’s going on. to understand the ex¬ 
plosions of a supernove or the core of a 
neutron star," Dr. Canizares explains. 

MIT scientists will probably continue 
monitoring SAS-a for another two years, says 
Dr. Bradt. Meanwhile, much lies in store for 
them as the data from the HEAO-A and B 
experiments comes in. Looking further 
ahead. NASA plans to launch HEAO-C in 1979 
to perform gamma and cosmic ray studies. 
Additional HE AO programs will rely on the 
Space Shuttle.

business loss as a result of volunteer service 
to the town.” The Conflict of Interest law 
could apply to lawyers, accountants ar¬ 
chitects. and others, when their professions 
might interfere with a committee’s decision. 

Chairman Barbara Hankins said 
designation of special employees should 
primarily be for ad hoc committees with the 
stipulations that it would be. “a one time job, 
short in duration, where no decisions arc 
being made.” “Ideally,” she continued, 
“special employees should serve only as an 
advisory member.” 

Hankins said that town counsel will be 
preparing a letter to be sent to all the town's 
boards informing them of the requirements of 
the Conflict of Interest laws and the 
designation of special employees. Hankins 
said the letter will provide information “in a 
nutshell” for their guidance. 

The board expressed a reluctance to 
randomly designate special employees 
because of the Conflict of Interest laws. 

Selectman O’Connell said, “Wouldn’t It be 
an ideal situation to have all the board 
members in the town as general employees? 
Then they could never be faulted at judgment, 
pointing at the Conflict of Interest laws.”

The dark day 


The account of the Dark Day on May 
19, 1780 is a plain, but interesting 
statement of what was considered by our 
fathers a truly wonderful occurrence, 
and even in these days of space travel 
would be a notable event. 

Between 9 and 10 o’clock the forenoon, 
the day being cloudy, it began to grow 
dark and the darkness increased by 
degrees till after 12 noon, at which time 
the day was darker than usual on a starry 
night. People were obliged to light 
candles at midday to perform business as 
If at night, and many left their place of 
business, astonished at the phenomenon 

Although this phenomenon was at¬ 
tended with the appearance of an eclipse, 
and even though the moon had fulled the 
day before, it could not be considered a 
common eclipse. U came and w'cnt off 
gradually, supposed to be about five 
hours from beginning to end. 

During its continuance the clouds and 
the earth appeared yellow, as when the 
sun Is eclipsed, and many persons were 
much terrified, thinking it to be (he 
forewarning of some calamity — calling 
to mind those passages of sacred WTit, 
namely. “The sun shall go down at noon, 
the sun, his shining shall be clothed in 
sackcloth.” But as the light returned 
their fears in some mea.su4e abated, and 
the natural day revisited the earth and 
things appeared as usual at about 3 
o’clock in the afternoon. 

That evening the moon was to rise at 9 
o’clock but it was thought that the same 
cause which had veiled the sun, had hid 
the moon also. Such darkness was never 
before known by the oldest living person. 
The people that w'erc out could see 
nothing but gross darkness and could not 
find the way even to their nearest neigh¬ 
bors. Words arc wanting to express this 
darkness, and those only, who ex¬ 
perienced the same, can have adequate 
ideas thereof. However, it w’as thought It 
grew lighter by midnight and the mor¬ 
ning returned as usual on May 20, I7R0 

A gentleman from Rhode Island wrote 
that the darkness was so great at 11 
o’clock that a candle was lighted and 
placed on the table. The fowl went to 
roost. The sheep huddled in circles with 


their heads inward The grass seen 
through the window seemed of a yellow- 
green. the same as seen through smoked 
glass on green grass. The darkness was 
so great in the night time, that it was said 
by a physician who resided in Rchoboth, 
Mass, who had occasion to be out among 
sick patients, that he could not .see his 
white pocket handkerchief when placed 
before his eyes, 

Such arc the statements of con¬ 
temporary writers. The darkness was 
generally attributed to a thick smoke 
which had been accumulating for several 
days, occasioned by the burning of large 
tracts of woodland. The darkness (jf the 
night following, in the language of one. 
was probably as gross as had ever been 
observed since the Almighty first gave 
birth light. 

The year 1780 appears to have been 
celebrated for its many “northern 
lights.” They covered the whole horizon 
They would flash like lightening and fill 
the air with the smell of sulphur. The 
lights were so red that the fbnshes would 
bring warmth to the face 

In conjunction with these notable 
events, the great snow fall was in 
December 1779 or January 1780. It 
snowed seven days. The snow was 
estimated to be four feet deep on the level 
and the drifts from eight to to feel high. 
The snow came moist and coarse and 
congealed very hard. The people 
travelled over stone walls with their 
teams. 

For 30 days the snow did not niell In 
the warmest places. The banks wore so 
high that sheep were buried in them and 
there they remained for 40 days till found 
by their air holes and dug out alive. 

The weather was so severe in the 
winter of 1780 that many people were 
frozen to death. A man from Attleboro 
with a load of hoops for Boston was 
caught in a great snow storm and 
returning home was frozen to death 
coming off Boston Neck. His “ox-team" 
were likewise frozen and were found 
standing on their feet as the snow was 
deep enough to support them.

Carbon monoxide: 

It’s deadly in small doses, 
gives victims no warning

Two Winchester boys were killed last week 
by carbon monoxide poisoning and an elderly 
woman who was overcome in a separate 
incident is in fair condition at the hospital. 

These tragic examples of the dangers of 
carbon monoxide gas point up the need to 
dispell some public misconceptions about it 
and to explain some of the medical im¬ 
plications to provide a better understanding 
of this lethal hazard. 

Dr. George Michael of the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health, points out that 
carbon monoxide is n truly poisonous gas 
which reacts with Ihe blood to prevent the 
absorbtion of oxygen. 

“The blood cannot take up oxygen in the 
presence of carbon monoxide," Dr. Michael 
says, "even (hough there might be a norma) 
amount of oxygen in the air being breathed." 
He explained that this is what causes the 
"asphyxiation" and nol the popular myth that 
the carbon monoxide replaces the oxygen in 
the air. 

The iilood can’t receive oxygen being 
breathed in with carbon monoxide because 
the carbon monoxide combines with the blood 
hemoglobin over 200 times more rapidly than 
with oxygen. The victim is asphyxiated from 
within — his system chooses the carbon 
monoxide over the oxygen at such a rate that 
even a very low level of the gas is deadly. 

Dr. Michael says effective first aid 
requires immediate removal to fresh air 
along with the administration of pure oxygen 
under pressure, Pressurized oxygen can force 
(he carbon monoxide out of the blood and 
recovery Is possible if resuscitation can ^ 
started before brain damage has been done. 

"All internal combustion engines can be 
dangerous because carbon monoxide is the 
product of incomplete combustion. It is a 
colorless, odorless, tasteless gas. There is no 
way to readily detect its presence or Its 
concentration," Dr, Michael added. 

He noted that you can often smell other 
elements of engine exhaust gases, but this 
isn't a reliable indicator of how much danger 
exists. Potentially lethal concentrations of 
carbon monoxide can be present without a 
heavy odor. 

"It’s not just automobiles. Starting a 
snowblower or lawnmower in a closed garage 
or burning charcoal or heating coal indoors 
without a chimney to vent the fumes can be 
very dangerous," he said. 

"In fact," Dr. Michael said, "carbon 
monoxide combines with the blood 
hemoglobin so rapidly that one one-hundreth 
(0.01) percent concentration of carbon 
monoxide in the air can use up 20 i^rcent of 
the blood’s oxygen carrying capacity." And 
only a tenth of one percent (0.1) concentration 
combines with 60 percent of the blood 
hemoglobin. This can be fata). ' 

"Before you even know what's going to 
happen to you, you've had it," Dr. Michael 
suys. 

His remarks were reinforced by Dr. David 
C. Dow, Middlesex County Medical 
Examiner, who has seen many cases of 
carbon monoxide poisoning. "People killed by 
carbon monoxide are usually overcome 
without worning. Victims are usually found to 
have 70 lo 80 percent carbon monoxide con¬ 
centration in the blood hemoglobin, but it can 
be less." 

Dr Dow adds "It's an insidious thing, 
often with no symptoms because It can be 
absorbed so fast that by the time you are 
aware you are too weak to even open a car 
door." This is the killing factor in most house 
fires, Dr. Dow says. The sudden exposure to 
high concentrations of carbon monoxide in 
smoke can lead to unconsciousness in a few 
minutes. It is often more lethal than lower 
concentrations over a longer period from a 
source such as automobile exhaust. 

Likelihood of being overcome by smoke 
quickly is the main reason fire officials urge 
immediate evacuation of a burning building 
and caution against returning to rescue pets 
or valuables. "You read a lot about smoke 
inhalation i.i building fires, but it’s the carbon 
monoxide in the smoke that kills," Dr. Dow 
added. "It all depends on how much of a dose 
you received." 

According to a standard medical text. The 
Pharmacological Basis of Theraputics, 
Goodman and Gilman, 2nd edition, several 
factors govern the toxicity of carbon 
monoxide, including the concentration, 


duration of exposure, cardiac output, oxygen 
demand of tissues and hemoglobin con¬ 
centration of the blood. 

For these reasons, anemic persons with 
low hemoglobin, and children, whose 
metabolic rate is higher than adults, are more 
susceptible to carbon monoxide poisoning. 
"When inhalation of a high concentration 
causes tfie blood to become rapidly saturated, 
weakni*as and dizziness may be the only 
warning symptoms before unconsciousness 
(bull even these symptoms may be lacking." 

Dr. Dow says that even people with a 
knowledge of the dangers can be rapidly 
overcome without a chance lo respond 
because of the lack of symptoms prior to 
unconsciousness. He said Ihe fam^ Prof. 
Louis Pasteur. develojy.T of the process for 
killing bacteria in milk, died of carbon 
monoxide poisoning from a leaky stove pipe. 

Another doctor he knows lost a son and 
was overcome himself by carbon monoxide 
from an indoor charcoal hibachi. 

Dr, Michael, who lives in Marshfield last 
week opened his garage door to find that a 
heavy concentration of exhaust gases — 
certainly containing carbon monoxide — had 
built up from a broken section of flexible 
exhaust pi))e running from an auxiliary 
generator. 

Dr. Michael said "I bought that generator 
in 1955 after the hurricanes and it hasn't seen 
much use since. But we were without power 
due to the snowstorm and it was running 
constantly supplying electricity for the 
house.'' He went on to say he could have had a 
serious situation if he didn't notice the defect 
and open the main garage door. He 
replac^ the cracked pipe promptly.' Dr. 
Michael noted (hat older cars in particular 
should be checked to see that the passenger 
compartment is properly seated off from the 
engine and that the floor is tight to protect 
against escaping exhaust gases He said 
trunks in cars and rear windows in station 
wagons are particularly susceptible to leaks 
and may allow exhaust gases to enter the car. 

According to the medical text, inhalation 
of low concentrations of carbon monoxide 
over a long period may produce tightness 
across (he forehead, then a headache as the 
blood gradually goes from 10 to 30 percent gas 
concentration. Unconsciousness can occur at 
40 percent; death can occur at concentrations 
of lower than 60 percent, This figure can be 
reached rapidly because as long as carbon 
monoxide is present in incoming air. the blood 
in the lungs won’t release the gas It has 
already absorbed. The hemoglobin just keeps 
filling its ever diminishing gas transfer 
capacity with carbon monoxide and rejecting 
oxygen. Once breathed in carbon monoxide is 
not released until the introduction of fresh, 
unconlaminated air or, preferably, 
' 'pfeBSUflMsd^jfygferiT 

Administration of pressurized oxygen will 
rapidly replace the carbon monoxide at* 
tached to the hemoglobin molecules by vir¬ 
tually forcing them apart. Usually 40 minutes 
application of pressurized oxygen will clean 
the carbon monoxide from the blood. 

The victim should be kept warm and ab¬ 
solutely quiet In order to keep tissue demands 
for oxygen at a minimum. Cardlo-pulmonary 
resuscitation should be performed if cir* 
culation has ceased or artificial respiration In 
order to force oxygen (air) under pressure if 
no source of pure pressurized oxygen Is 
available. 

According lo Dr. Michael, each person’s 
susceptibility or tolerance level may be 
different depending on the circumstances of 
the exposure lo carbon monoxide and their 
individual medical condition and background. 

The anoxia — or lack of oxygen in the 
blood — produced by carbon monoxide using 
up a large part of the hemoglobin gas transfer 
capacity, can produce serious brain and heart 
damage even if a person is successfully 
revived. Research has shown a higher in¬ 
cidence of heart attack in persons exposed to 
carbon monoxide as well as damage to the 
central nervous system. 

The best protection Dr. Michael could 
recommend is to be forever cautious when 
there is a potential exposure to carbon 
monoxide. "Many people think a cracked 
window in a car Is sufficient. It's not. It must 
be open quite a bit to let fumes out and 
prevent a concentration from building up. 
even though you may not smell any exhaust 
gases." 


Saltmarsh files 
anti-looting bill 

Representative Shemman W. Saltmarsh 
Jr., recently filed legislation calli ng for a 
mandatory two year sentence for any person 
found guilty of looting or destruction of 
property during an officially declared local, 
slate, or national emergency. 

Saltmarsh said, "It Is almost unbelievable 
that certain people in our society would take 
advantage of others during times of personal 
despair. This legislation is obviously strong. 
It is also necessary. We must work together to 
insure that in times of emergency, people 
cooperate with one another and that this 
senseless destruction and pilferage comes to 
an end." 

In addition to the two year mandatory 
sentence, the measure also calls for the 
detention of individuals arrested under the 
act without bail until the emergency has been 
officially declared to have ended.

Local bank in 
energy loan plan 

Governor Michael Dukakis recently an¬ 
nounced the nation’s first statewide program 
of reduced interest home-improvement loans 
for energy conservation and alternative 
energy systems, praising the state's banks for 
their "enthusiastic cooperation in a program 
to help individual families and our state 
economy alike." 

Participating in the announcement, 
Banking Commissioner Carol Greenwald said 
that a total of 115 savings, commercial and 
cooperative banks and credit unions across 
the state will participate in the program. 
Under the progam participating banlu will 
write loans at less than their market rates for 
other home-improvements loans. 

The Winchester Savings Bank, one of the 
participants In this statewide program, will 
offer such a reduced rate to its present 
mortgage customers. Home improvements 
that are considered energy-saving include: 
insulation (walls and-or attic), storm win¬ 
dows and doors, furnace and oil burner 
changes to Increase efficiency, clock ther¬ 
mostats, weatherstripping-caulking, solar 
heating systems. 

Secretary of Consumer Affairs Christine 
Sullivan has commented that energy-saving 
improvements are now “the best investments 
a consumer can make." due to their rapid 
payback. Figures compiled by Harvard 
University in 1977 estimate that $2.0(X) or 
improvements ranging from insulation to a 
clock thermostat for an average single-family 
pre-1940 home will save an equivalent amount 
In oil costs in only 2 4 years.

County selectmen 
to discuss power 
of advisory board 

Selectmen from throughout Middlexex 
County will be meeting in Lexington Mar. 2 to 
hear a panel discussion on the effectiveness of 
the Middlesex County Advisory Board. 

The meeting is prompted in part by a $3.9 
million incerease In county assessments to 
the county’s cities and towns and an overall 
Increase of 11 percent in the county budget 
this year. 

The meeting will take place at the 
Sheraton-Lexington Motor Inn at Routes 128 
and 2A. starting at 8:15 p.m. In addition to 
area selectment, senators and represen¬ 
tatives from Middlexex County have been 
asked to attend. 

The meeting is being sponsored by the - 
Middlesex County Selectmen's Association. 
The group is concerned about the lack of clout 
of the Middlexes County Advisory Board, the 
agency which is supposed to oversee and 
advise on the county budget, as well as other 
county matters. 

When the budget was still under con¬ 
sideration last year, the advisory board 
recommended $1.2 million in cuts.

Town Audit 

A letter from the auditing firm Laventhol 
and Horwath to the selectmen expressed 
"deep surprise, shock, and unhappiness that 
they were not finalists in the town’s audit 
interview process," Chairman Barbara 
Hankins said. 

Hankins said the firm claimed they had 
extensive data processing experience and had 
audited six towns in the past. 

The firm was eliminated from the in¬ 
terview process after recommendations from 
the town Audit Advisory Committee. The 
committee proposed interviewing two firms’ 
Arthur Anderson and Haskins and Sells, for 
thetownaudil. 

Selectman Richard Wilsack said he felt 
comfortable with the committee’s decision 
and that he saw no reason to re-open the 
consideration unless it were recommended by 
the advisory committee. 

The selectmen set the date for in¬ 
terviewing the twochosen firms on March 4 at 
9 a.m. and 10:30 a.m. The board decided that 
two to three members of the advisory com¬ 
mittee should be present at the interviews. 

Cemetery Bequests 

An in depth review of cemetery bequests 
from the commissioners of trust funds is 
being requested by the selectmen. 

Chairman Hankins said there has been a 
problem with the bequests requiring special 
work. The income from interest on these 
bequests is not always enough to provide the 
care that was requested. Special care in¬ 
cludes requests for flowers at certain times of 
the year and special work on monuments. It 
does not include perpetual care, which is 
automatically provided by the cemetery. 

Hankins said when complete information 
on the history of bequests is available, the 
board will be able to form some kind of 
bequest policy. 

Friends of Fells 

The board has decided to "support" the 
Friends of the Fells in their efforts to keep the 
Fells area clean and in good repair. 

Chairman Hankins said the request for 
selectmen support came from the planning 
board. "Since the Fells is MDC owned 
property, it could be a sticky situation for us 
to officially support upkeep of the Fells, but I 
think we should support the Friends in their 
efforts." 

The board agreed to get in touch with the 
Friends of Fells members to relay this 
message.

ilevenuo Sharing 

Town Manager Tom Groux recommended 
to selectmen that $20,000 of revenue sharing 
funds be used for a "non-recurring budget 
item" such as a capital plan item this year. 

Winchester is anticipating $351,000 from 
the federal government in revenue sharing. 
Groux said. Last year’s total was $323,000. 
Gruux said with the unappropriated funds 
from last year, the figure available for ap¬ 
propriations would be $419,000. 

Chairman of the selectmen, Barbara 
Hankins said the funds are usually applied to 
the payroll of fire and police budgets, to 
reduce town tax rates. With Groux’s 
recommendation, $300,000 would still be used 
for the police and fire budgets. 

$50,000 of the revenue sharing funds would 
remain unappropriated. 

Hankins said the board welcomes letters 
from people with recommendations on what 
the town should do with the funds. A public 
hearing by the Finance Committee will also 
be held on the subject. 

Approved Polo 

The selectmen approved the location of a 
Boston Edison steam pole underground on 
Aricia Lane. 

The location of a utility pole on the easterly 
side of Aricia lane and a conduit on Arlington 
street were confirmed by selectmen. 

Senior Citizen'!! Building Lease 

Members of the Winchester Seniors 
Association Trust clarified the senior citizen's 
building lease for selectmen at a meeting 
Monday night. 

Chairman Barbara Hankins said, "We 
were all a little uncomfortable with the 
situation when we read the lease. I see a 
potential for the rental situation to continue 
on a permanent basis." 

The building, which is now owned by the 
Senior Association Trust, was planned to be 
turned back (o the town in the future. Hankins 
said she saw a "shifting of ground from last 
year with the new lease." 

Lawrence Hutchings of the Senior 
Association Trust explained to selectmen that 
the building is 99 percent completed. Land¬ 
scaping and other improvements still need lo 
be done. The Trust, which is funding many of 
the costs of the building, would like lo hold on 
to the building until it is completed, he said. 
The building would then be eventually 
returned to the town. 

Town Manager Tom Groux said the idea of 
a lease came up because the town cannot pay 
for fuel and custodial care of a private 
building. In the lease, the town will be paying 
rent foi'senior recreation programs to use the 
building. 

The proposed lease will be in effect for four 
months, Hutchings said. After town meeting, 
a lease for another year will be negotiated. 

Hankins said she would approve the lease 
if certain items, such as having the building 
available for board meetings, were clear in 
the lease. 

Selectman Richard Wilsack said.”I would 
be supportive of the lease arrangement if the 
long term understanding is the building would 
be returned to the town.” 

The board deferred the vote on the signing 
of the lease until all selectmen were present. 
Selectmen Harry Chefalo and Edward 
O'Connell were not present at Monday night’s 
meeting. 


Privatp ways 

Selectmen voted to put their intention to 
lay out Shepard Court in a town meeting 
warrant article this spring. 

At a public hearing Monday night, the 
abutters of the proposed road told selectmen 
why they’d like to see Shepard Court become 
a public way. 

Robert Powers of 32 Shepard Court said, 
"If you've ever driven dow-n the road, you'd 
understand why.” He cited problems of mud 
puddles during rain storms, dust in the 
summer, and safely hazards for school 
children. 

The intention to lay out Shepard Court had 
been a warrant article at the town meeting 
last year. The proposed road was defeated 
after abutters arguments. Chairman Hankins 
said. 

Town Engineer John Ciarcia said plans for 
the road have been reworked lo include a cul- 
de-sac short of the old layout. 

$23,800 would have lo be appropriated at 
town meeting for the road, he said. A return of 
$12,800 would be given to the town by the 
abutters for the betterment of the road. 

The abutters will be paying for tOO percent 
of the road’s construction, 50 percent of the 
curbing costs, and SO percent of the sidewalk 
cost, if the abutters choose to have sidewalks. 
Drainage systems will be paid for by the 
town. 

CarlDeFilippoof Main street, an opponent 
of the proposed road last spring, said he saw 
no problems with the reworked plans and 
would support the laying out of the road at 
town meeting. 

Grove place: This road will not be laid out 
this year. Land takings, drainage easements 
from the MDC, nnd one property owner, who 
was opposed to the street acceptance, would 
be necessary. Town Counsel suggested that 
taking land over the objection of a property 
owner could lead to land damage claims. 

Dean road: Here again there is a drainage 
problem which will be improved if the .street 
is accepted as a private way. The board 
favored laying out Dean road and sett the 
public hearing date for Feb. 27. 

West Chardon road: As requested by the 
board after a public hearing last year, the 
town engineer presented five possible ways to 
lay nut West Chardon rd There was much 
discussion about each, with the board finally 
deciding lo lay out the road with land takings 
and estimated cost of betterments lo the town 
forest. A public hearing will be held and the 
area lo l)e paved will be determined then. 

Selectmen voted formally on their in¬ 
tention to lay out West Chardon road. The 
public hearing on the laying out of the road 
will be held March G at 8 p.m. 


Communications 

William L. Morton announced his 
resignation as a member of the Finance 
Committee for personal reasons in a letter to 
the selectmen. 

Having Roads 

DPW Director Walter Tonaszuck 
presented the board with a five-year plan for 
street paving. Tonaszuck said Ihe paving was 
necessary for road maintenance. Without 
resurfacing, he said, the roads would require 
reconstruction at a higher cost. Chairman 
Hankins explained town roads have not been 
repaved in several years because of the high 
cost of asphalt.

Hospital board tables motion 
on tri-hospital consolidation 


The election of new officers, new directors 
and an Investment trustee and action by the 
corporators on a proposed consolidation with 
Choate Memorial and Symmes hospitals 
highlighted Winchester Hospital’s 65lh annual 
meeting held recently at the Meadowbrook 
Country Club in Reading. 

In his annual report, chairman Of the 
board Kenneth C. Latham described the past 
year as one of “meeting, reports and con¬ 
ferences relative to our certificate of need 
and the possible consolidation with Symmes 
and Choate hospitals.” 

Referring to a report from Block, 
McGibony and Associates, Inc., a hospital 
consultant firm hired by the three hospitals to 
study the question of consolidation, Liatham 
said, 

“I had hoped that the report...would tell us 
something which we had not foreseen, or 
change our thinking. It has not. 

“...they recommend a complete merger 
into a single entity with one board of directors 
and one medical staff and possibly, 
ultimately, a new single unit hospital — this 
as the most effective and best way to main¬ 
tain a future for the three so-called ‘small’ 
hospitals undeV the present climate...,” 
Latham continued. 

“In light of this, we therefore recommend 
the proposed motion to be presented tonight, a 
motion which endorses in principle the 
consolidation of Choate Memorial. Symmes 
and Winchester hospitals.” 

Latham cited the “politically inspired 
government in Massachusetts, which, 
elective or bureaucratic, still feels it can 
control and legislate hospital costs for the 
consumer without controlling inflation, third 
party payments and red tape costs and 
programs.” He used, as an example. Win¬ 
chester Hospital’s annual expenditure of 
$250,000 or $4 per patient day, “just for the red 
tape costs.” 

He expressed his sincere appreciation to 
all members of the hospital family for “the 
splendid cooperation and help” he received 
during his tenure as board chairman. 

In his report, hospital president Reese E. 
James commented on the contradiction in the 
national health policy: 

“It calls for availability of high quality 
health care for all people. At the same time, it 
calls for hospitals to control, contain and even 
reduce the cost of providing this care. If we 
are to respond to the call for cost con¬ 
tainment, it flies in the face of reality to 
respond simultaneously to new and increased 
health care demands. 

“Controls of many facets stem from an 
almost endless succession of new laws, 
regulations and contract terms imposed by 
these third-party purchasers. While most 
controls have the laudable objective to 
provide quality and quantity health care to 
more and more people at contained cost, our 
dilemma is that, in addition to the con¬ 
tradictory nature of public policy, the very 
objective of controls is compromised by their 
complexity and the great expense to the 
hospitals in interpretation, compliance and 
accountability.” 

Referring to Winchester Hospital’s role as 
the area’s obstetrical center, James aaid, 
“...the number of maternity admissions and 
deliveries has had a significant growth, which 
greatly aids in achieving a cost-effectiveness 
in this service.” 

Describing Winchester’s efforts at con- 
tcip'og rnsls, he cited as factors working 
against these efforts; 

—the introduction of new services, 
—population growth, 

—expanding benefits mandated by federal 
health programs, 

—impact of salary and benefits increases, 
—the hospital’s inability to control costs of 
food, drugs, supplies, utilities and 
malpractice insurance, 

—inflation. 

“At Winchester Hospital,” James con¬ 
tinued, “attention to cost controls is not a new 
phenomenon and last year’s record is one of 
which we are understandably proud. Com¬ 
paring our reporting year with last year's, a 
year during which statistics indicate that 
hospital costs across the country rose at an 
average rate of approximately 16 percent, 
Winchester Hospital costs hold to only 12 
percent. This indicates responsible attention 
to public policy on the part of everyone in¬ 
volved with the affairs of the hospital.” 

James referred to hospital planning as ’‘a 
continuous process of recognizing develop¬ 
ments in medical technology and translating 
them into health care and into the needs of the 
families in the hospital’s service area by 
initiating new programs. This past year, 
three such new programs were introduced:

Echocardiology, oncology «the study of 
cancer> and the back and neck pain clinic, 
each serving well In its own sphere of need.” 

In his opening remarks. Dr. William L, 
Kermond, president of Ihc medical and dental 
staff, cautioned. “Due to social change and 
government regulation, the winds of change 
In medical care are upon us and we may be 
asked to move from the relatively safe haven 
of the present into seas which arc 
inadequately charted.” 

Describing the staff’s accomplishments 
(luring the past year, he mentioned the out¬ 
patient oncology clinic “which is expanding 
by leaps and bounds and is stressing the 
hospital’s facilities for Its accommodation. 

“The second program is the com¬ 
prehensive pain clinic, dealing primarily in 
back and neck pain. This is a multi¬ 
disciplinary approach to these problems, and 
is in its early stages but has promise for the 
future. 

“The third program is the inpatient 
surgical pre-operative teaching program 
which has two main objectives — to leach 
patients about their surgery by explaining to 
them exactly what is going to be done and to 
allay anxiety by acquainting them with the 
operating room and describing what is going 
to take place.” 

On the subject of consolidation. Dr. 
Kermond said, “In order to see whether the 
prospect of consolidation was a reasonable, 
one, a meeting was held of the three hospital 
staffs and the matter was discussed. No 
formal conclusions were reached but among 
those present, it was felt that there would be 
agreement among the physicians about the 
ability to practice together in a new single 
hospital facility.” 

Following the reports of the secrotaiy and 
treasurer, a motion was introduced that ‘*lhe 
members of the Corporation by this vole 
endorse in principle the consolidation of 
Choate Memorial, Symmes and Winchester 
Hospitals and authorize the Board of 
Directors to take such action or actions as 
may be indicated leading to the consolidation 
with the understanding that the final 
arrangements will be returned to a special 
meeting of the Corporation for its con¬ 
sideration. such meeting to occur not later 
than May 31, 1978.” 

Speakers to the motion included D. Reid 
Weedon Jr., chairman of the planning 
c^mittce; Reese E. James, hospital 
president; Dr. F. Gregory Curtin Jr. and Dr. 
James F. McDonough. Following the 
speakers, a motion was made to table the 
motion to consolidate and the motion (o table 
was passed. 

In other business, newly-elected officers of 
the corporation were: D. Reid Weedon Jr,, 
chairman: Sumner R. Andrews, vice- 
president; Lawrence M. Murray, secretary. 
Reese E, James, president, and Jack Hunter, 
treasurer, were 4e-elecled. 

New members of the board of directors 
were: F. Gregory Curtin Jr., M.D., Win¬ 
chester; Beatrice Erickson, Reading; George 
S, Hebb Jr, Winchester; Edward E. Hicks, 
Winchester, and Lawrence M. Murray, 
Winchester. 

Rc-clected board members were: Sumner 
R. Andrews, Winchester, and Nicholas E. 
Apalakis, Sloneham. 

Daniel S. Ahearn, Winchester, was elected 
investment trustee.

Toxic impurities 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

The first test for chloroform has been 
made on the Winchester water supply and 
found it to contain seven parts per billion. 
This is a good start in the right direction, but 
this test is so important that it needs more 
information. 

First, why only one chloroform lest when 
the town’s water supply is from three dif¬ 
ferent sources? 

How much chlorine residual was in the 
system when the test was made? Some tests 
were made at the MDC laboratory and found 
the chlorine residual far lower than the state 
recommendation of 0.25 parts per million to 
be used as a safe level at the end of the line. 

Chloroform is produced from the 
deterioration of organic matter In the 
reservoir and its reaction with the amount of 
chlorine added, as a disinfectant. This 
chloroform test was made in mid-winter when 
organic matter is at its lowest count. Late 
summer and early fall is when the chloroform 
is at its highest level. 

The EPA has made the chloroform test 
throughout the country and found that in 
every lest, the chloroform was produced 
when chlorine w’as added. Regardless of how 
much was found, there is no such thing as a 
safe level of a chemical carcinogen. 

The EPA is now recommending carbon 
filtration at the reservoir to remove some of 
(he organic matter so the chlorine will have 
less to react with. This will reduce the 
chloroform formation, but there is more 
wrong with the water system than 
chloroform. 

I have been trying to gel the government, 
both at state and federal levels, to recognize 
the many advantages of carbon filtration at 
home, where it will do the most good. This 
system is not only far more effective, but will 
cost a small fraction of what it would cost to 
build expensive municipal filtration plants. 

There is no question that there is a great 
need to improve our drinking water even 
though it meets the standards. All the stan¬ 
dards do is allow a little of many toxic im¬ 
purities which in time will add up to a potent 
dose. A single dosage may not be harmful but 
repealed doses will. 

The EPA made this clear when they 
released this information. We can now 
measure impurities in parts per million and 
parts per billion. 

These figures are difficult for the layman 
to grasp. But in case you think that such small 
amounts can’t be very significant, keep in

mind that one can get sick from a single 
microecopic virus particle. There is genuine 
concern in the scientific community that 
prolonged exposure to certain elements, even 
at such low levels, may be increasing the 
incidence of cancer and heart diseases. 

The EPA is playing both ends and the 
middle. On one hand they say that minute 
amounts of toxic substances can make you 
sick and then they set a standard of 100 parts 
per billion of chloroform, a cancer causing 
chemical, because they do not want to con¬ 
demn the use of chlorine as a disinfectant. In 
addition, most people don't realize that just 
chlorine alone is very toxic. 

Some day In the future, we will look back 
and wonder why it look so long to realize that 
we allowed the continuous exposure to our¬ 
selves and our children to the many toxic 
Impurities in tap water when it was so easy to 
filter them out with carbon filtration.

removal (Jroux estimated that $75.00t) of the 
hired contraetor cost would be picked up by 
I ho Corps. 

(fioux said Wincliestcr may also be 
eligible for a 75 percent reimbursetment for 
snow plowing and removal from federal iiid. 
This aid is a icsull of President’s declaration 
of emergency in the state. Groux said the 
town would be hearing from the state within 
ten days and hofK*d that" most, if not all. of 
the hired etphpment costs will be covered." 

Groux said other storm related costs "are 
not (|uile accurate at this time." because the 
DPW will be replenishing supplies used up 
during the storm. 

Costs of these supplies for the Feb. ti storm 
to dale are. salt, $52IK). sand. $1300; and 
chains for snow removal equipment. $•1200.

Local doctor pulls out of Lahey suit

Since then a propns(>d plan tn 
eonsolidale Winchester, Choate and Symn- 
nies has bei'ii prepared at the rc(]uesl of those 
three hospitals. 

In a preliminary vote, the Choate ad¬ 
ministration agreed to go along with the plan, 
pending approval by Ihe other two hospitals. 
Ivast month. Winchester Hospital truslee.s 
voted to ta))lc consideration of the plan at 
their annual meeting. This setback to con- 
.solidalion apparently came about because of 
the Lahey suit: the doctors opposed lo the 
I.iihey project felt a vole lo consolidate would 
jeopardize the suit. The question of con¬ 
solidation remains up in the air. 

In his public statement last year, Dr 
Murphy expre.ssed his concern thal existing 
area health programs would be jeopardized 
by the lack of joint planning between Lahey 
and area hospitals and health care providers 
He said that without collaboration and 
cooperation between Lahey and local health 
care providers, that Lahey would duplicate 
services, increase the cost of primary health 
care, and threaten the .survival of local 


Mousing and Urban Development agreed to 
release about $7(l million in funding for the 
clinic, even' though the project is still under 
appeal. HUD had been awaiting a final 
decision before commilting the funds; 
however, the tiepartinent decided that to wail 
any longer would unfairly dom’fige f.ulicy’s 
financial position, since the clinic has a 
number of oul4landiiig commitments lo the 
propsed Burlington project. 

In addition, Ihe public health council last 
month voted tn allow the f.ahey project lo

One local physician involved in the case. 
Dr. Michael D Murphy of Winchester, has 
withdrawn his name from the court suit op¬ 
posing (hi* Builiugton project. Dr. Murphy, a 
practicing psychiatrist and public health 
physician in the area, .says he withdrew his 
name from the suit as a re.sull of the 
|iul)licali(in of Lahey's five-year plan. 

"1 was conceriHMi when I reviewed 
Lahey’s original certificate of need ap- 
plicaiion Ijy the ateence of an impact 
statement of the effect of Lahey on area 
hositals and pliysicians," says Murphy. "It 
was apparent to me that without joint plan¬ 
ning l)etw(H‘n l.ahey and local hospitals and 
pliysicians, Lahey would act in isolation and 
would duplicate (‘xisting programs."

Who's eligible for what? 

Thai’s the question many of us in the 7th 
('ongrcssional Districl arc asking as wc 
wonder how we’ll pay for damages left in the 
path of Ihc “Blizzard of ' 

Just as the storm reached colassal 
proportions during its two day journey up our 
beleagured coast, so has the magnitude of 
government disaster assistance programs 
targeted toour region become mind-boggling 

In this week's “Washington Report” I'll 
altompi In unbngglc things a bit. 

Each community In our Congressional 
District is eligible for some kind of 
assistance; l)iit some communities are 
eligible for a lot more assistance than others. 
'I’hat's bccau.se part of the 7th was declared 
“a major disaster area” by I’resdidenl 
Carter and part was not. 

To begin, we'll start with those com¬ 
munities not designated as disaster areas hut 
are in need of some help and arc indeed 
eligible to gel it. 

On Tuesday. February 14. Presdient 
Carler declined to declare Middlesex and 
Worcester Counties disastrer areas. 

But the Presdent’s refusal came with no 
lack of effort from the Mass. Congressional 
Delegation (o change his mind. On Monday, 
Feb. 13. I Initiated a telegram to President 
Carter urging that both Middlesex and 
Worcester Counties receive disaster 
declarations. That same day. I wrote another 
telegram to the President asking that the 
scope of disaster assistance be widened to 
include aid from snow and ice damage in 
addition to the wind and coastal flooding 
criteria already approved. Thi.s change in 
scope would benefit inland communities such 
as those in Middlesex who did not suffer 
damage from icy flood waters but still ex¬ 
perienced real losses from the storm’s wrath. 

The telegrams were signed by every 
member of the Mass. Delegation including 
Sens Kennedy and Brooke as well as House 
Speaker Tip O’Neill 

While the President refused to go along 
with our arguments that both counties should 
he declared disasters, he did recognize the 
need to include snow and ice damage criteria 
— at least for business and personal property 
losses. 


This means that under approved damage 
criteria, municipalitie.s. individuals and 
private businesses may receive federal 
assistance for damage caused by coastal 
flooding, tidal surges and winds. In addition, 
private businesses and individuals may 
l eceivo aid for damages caused by ice and 
snow. 

Even though Middlesex County was not 
declared a disaster area, private businesses 
and individuals may still be eligible for 
assistance through the Small Busines.s 
Administration's disaster assistance 
program. If you are a homeowner and your 
tiouse has been damaged by the storm, you 
may qualify for low cost loans to repair it and 
replace or repair its contents. 

Here is the breakdown on loan amounts 
and Interest rales: loans up to $10,000 for 1 
percent interest: $10.000-$40.(H)« loans at 3 
percent intere.st: $40,000 and up at 6 5-8 
percent interest. 

You mav receive up to $50,000 to repair 
your home and SlO.tW) to repair or replace its 
contents. The maximum loan amount you can 
apply for is $55.0(K). You have up to 30 years to 
repay. 

If your business has_ been damaged, you 
may lx; eligible for loans up to $250,000 at 3 
percent interest. Loans for more than that 
cost 0 .5-H percent interest. The celiling Is 
$500,000. Also, if your business suffered a 
.severe financial loss from the storm, such as 
destruction of perishable produce, you may 
qualify for loans up to $25,000 at 3 percent 
interest. Beyond that, loans are awarded at 6 
.5-8 percent with a ceiling of $250,000. 

If you think you are eligible for loans, you 
should contact the nearest Federal Disaster 
Assistance Administration Center im¬ 
mediately. In our Congressional District, 
Centers have been establishsed at St. 
Anthony's Church In Revere and at the Willis 
School on Hermon St. In Winthrop. 

Beside SBA assistance to businesses and 
private citizens in Middlesex County, local 
governments will receive reimbursement for 
75 percent of the costs of emergency snow, 
removal performed by subcontractors from 
Feb. 7 through the 12lh.

hospitals and established medical practices 
in the area around Hurlington. He noted that 
in some areas, the local hospital is the target 
single employer with extensive local roots, 

"With the publication of Lahey’s five-year 
plan, it is apparent that Lahey* Clinic does 
intend to cooperate and affiliate with existing 
health care services and does not intend to 
duplicate services," says Murphy now. 

Dr. Murphy emphasizes the need for an 
interconnected network of services. Within 
this network, hospitals would continue to 
spenllize in areas of expertise, such as 
maternity services at Winchester Hospital, 

Iryp'alient psychiatric services at Choate and 
Lowell General, and pediatric services at 
Winchester and Choate. He points out that at 
pre.sent, there are no plans for the Lahey 
Clinic to operate maternity, inpatient 
pediatric, or inpatient psychiatric services 
locally. 

Lahey Clinic officials and Choate Hospital 
personnel reportedly met last week to discuss 
possible affiliations. In addition. Dr. Murphy 
has been working to coordiante Lahey plans 
with the work of the New Kngland Counseling 
& E’sychiatric Associates and Lowell General 
Hospital. Dr, Murphy met. on Feb. 13 and 
Feb. 20 , with Dr, Gerald Bigwood. chairman 
of the department of psychiatry at Lahey. and 
Dr, Norris, chairman of the department of 
psychiatry at Lowell General Hospital, to 
discuss a joint mental health programm. 

These meetings were arranged by Dr. Robert 
Wise, head of the Lahey organization. 

If local hospitals are to survive in the 
future, claims Dr. Murphy, then they have no 
choibe but to work with Ihe Lahey Clinic, He 
adds that this kind of planning and coor¬ 
dination is demanded almost uniformly by 
health care planners across the nation. 

As for his proposal to coordiante Ihe 
psychiatric services between Lahey. Lowell 
General, and the New’ England Counseling & 

F’sychiatric Associates, Dr. Murphy suggest 
lhat this joint program "could become a clear 
signal to all of Lahey's intent to work with 
community health care isntitulions." 

He adds."This propsed affiliation between 
Lahey and the Now England Counseling and 
Psychiatric Associates may help in 
devbloping lines of communication between 
health care providers and Lahey Clinic... We 
can be an intermediary between local 
hospitals and Lahey Clinic. As a successful 
working relationship is demonstrated bet¬ 
ween' Lahey and New England Counseling 
and" Psychiatric Associates, more direct 
relationships between Lahey and community 
hospitals could be developed." 

Dr. Murphy envisions cooperative 
programs and affiliations between Lahey and 
Choate, Winchester, ondSymmes hosplals as 
w^ll, either ns individual hospitals, or as a 
sipgle consolidated facility with a broad 
range of services and a wide range of am¬ 
bulatory care options offered to the public.

with the community, through its five-year 
plan.

As for consolidation, he concludes, "There 
arc no barriers to Ihc consolidation of Choate, 
Winchester, and Symmes hospitals, A con¬ 
solidate, regional community hospital and a 
l.,ahey Clinic can ensure the survival of our 
community hospitals and physicians, and 
provide comprehensive health services for 
area residents,"

list. This indicates recognition by the schools 
that the list of parents is not a student record 
over which absolute privacy must be main¬ 
tained. 

"It is therefore, my decision ... that the list 
of names and addresses of parents and 
students at the Vinson-Owen School is a public 
record..." 

After the opinion was issued, the Blacks 
went before the school board a second lime 
Again, the request was denied. 

The school board’s decision was based 
upon a second Interpretation by the depSrt- 
rnent of education, which says that the names 
and addresses of students are a part of the 
student record and therefore not to be con¬ 
sidered public records. This opinion, issued 
by Hhoda E. Schneider of the state depart¬ 
ment’s legal office, was Ihe interpretation 
sought originally by McGlynn; it refers to 
students' names and addresses only, not to 
the names and addresses of parents. 

There appears to be some confusion over 
exactly what the two interpretations apply to. 

When contacted by The Star Tuesday, 
McGlynn declined to comment on the 
department of education's decision. McGlynn 
said his office planned to release a response 
this week regarding whether or not the in¬ 
formation should be part of the public record. 

During discussion at a school board 
meeting. Chairman Robert Frank said as far 
as he knew, the school administration did not 
maintain a list of parents’ names and ad¬ 
dresses as referred to in McGIvnn’s written 


opinion. V-O PrinciiwI Clare Corcoran in turn 
denied that she had kept such a list. 

The issue has been further complicated by 
charges and counter-charges of harassment 
passed back and forth between Ihe Blacks, 
meml)ers of the jmrents* association, and 
Principal Corcoran. 

Meml)er5 of the parents* association have 
told the school committee lhat a majority of 
the parents at V-O do not want a directory. 
The association’s governing board has twice 
voted down requests by the Blacks to compile 
the directory information. 

School board member .lack Noble said to 
Mrs, Black at a recent meeting, "You arc the 
only person who has approached me for such 
a list." 

Mrs. Black has in lurn charged that the 
parents’ association refuses to deal with 
important .school issues such as class size and 
curriculum. She insists that there are many 
V-O parents who support her request bul who 
feel "intimidated" by the school ad¬ 
ministration and fear reprisals against their 
children should they openly support the 
Rlack.s* request. 

The Star has heard from one such parent 
who supports the Blacks’ request, bul who 
was extremely hesitant to reveal her name. 

In a statement to The .Star, Mrs. Black 
said; 

"It would seem (o me that the issue the 
people of Winchester might want to examine 
is not why some parents at the Vinson-Owen 
School want a direetpry ... bul rather why the 
school administration has been so adamant 
about denying the release of names and ad¬ 
dresses of our parents so that \vc could get 
together and talk about school Issues ..." 

The school hoard will again take up the 
issue at their meeting Monday night.

^Who are we to judge?’ 


Last week we ran a letter commenting on an ad In the previous week’s 
paper which suggested that the ad was In poor taste for a community 
newspaper. We also received a telephone complaint about the same ad. 
The two column by two Inch ad was for a firearms dealer In Arlington. 
The same ad appears this week. 

While our policy Is to open our pages to all commercial enterprises 
engaged in legitimate business including cigarettes and x-rated 
movies — we think the question of appropriateness raised concerning the 
firearms ad bears some exploration. 

We used to ban cigarette advertising on the basis of the health danger, 
although we took x-rated movie ads from a Stoneham theater. Nobody 
ever got cancer from an x-rated movie, we felt. Besides, a freedom of 
expression issue Is Involved and we are generally inclined to support 
that premise. But the question of cigarette (and liquor) advertising has 
often been cause for discussion In the newspaper profession generally, at 
conferences and conventions and In the trade press. 

The question asked Is "Who are we to judge?" when a legitimate 
business offers a legal product for sale. Are we to deny him his right to 
publicize his product, state his price, and announce his hours of business? 
The answer we finally arrived at Is no. Let the public scrutinize his 
product — whether It's x-rated movies, cigarettes or liquor — and make 
the final determination whether or not to buy. 

The same applies to firearms. But In this case a decision to buy Isn’t so 
easily carried out as In the case of liquor, cigarettes or x-rated movies. 
And that Is why we think criticism of this ad, or our part In publishing It, 
Is so unwarranted. 

The ad In question was for a small, one-man gun shop In Arlington 
operated by a gunsmith who specializes In repairing, reflnlshing and 
customizing firearms. He also sells handguns, rifles and shotguns and Is 
licensed to do so by both the state and federal governments. But not 
everyone who sees his ad Is a potential customer, and therein lies the

difference — a very big difference. 

The ad featured a handgun and that Is what drew the criticism, 
Massachusetts law concerning the purchase of handguns Is among the 
strongest of any state. Only licensed Individuals may purchase handguns. 
To obtain a license, a person must have a legitimate reason, pass a 
personal interview with his local police chief, be fingerprinted and 
photographed, pass a thorough records check tor criminal background, 
have no previous record of mental Instability, and then have his finger¬ 
prints approved and filed by the FBI, 

The police chiefs In Massachusetts have an excellent record In 
screening firearms applicants. If any criticism Is heard. It Is th^jiUvey are 
generally too stringent, and not the reverse. Once the local chief gives his 
ok and the records check Is favorable, the State Police Issue the license. 

There are legitimate uses lor firearms. Most off-duty police officers 
carry them. Security guards, armored car personnel, and businessmen in 
high crime associated business are licensed for personal protection. (A 
druggist in Dedham shot two holdup men just last week after they opened 
fire on him.) There Is a highly organized association of pistol clubs which 
sponsor competitive matches across the state. Pistol shooting Is an 
Olympic sport as well and the U.S. team did very well at Montreal In 1976. 

Legitimate handgun owners - licensed by the State Police through the 
local Chief — have occasion to have firearms repaired or need to pur¬ 
chase new ones, parts or ammunition. The one-man shop In Arlington has 
every right to exist to fulfill that need. And every right to advertise. 

People too often tend to associate antisocial behavior and criminal 
misuse with the Inanimate object involved Instead of the Individual in¬ 
volved. It was that way with liquor and thus prohibition. But It didn’t 
work. And the same Is true of firearms. 

A gun by Itself rarely endangers anyone. Responsible gun owners are 
so careful of their firearms that accidental deaths due to firearms are 
less than 4 percent nationwide and only a little over 3 percent In 
Massachusetts. Common household falls result In more than twice as 
many deaths. 

Criminal misuse of firearms Is the real threat. Laws such as the 
Bartley-Fox Gun Law which mandates a one-year minimum jail sentence 
for unlawful posession of firearms Is a proper step directed at the real 
problem antl-soclal, criminal behavior. Public outcry against a 
legitimate businessman engaged In servicing and selling firearms to 
licensed Individuals Is not constructive. Just as prohibition did nothing to 
prevent alcohol abuse, misdirected efforts against legitimate firearms 
owners will do nothing to Inhibit criminal misuse. — CPJ

Grossly misleading 

i:i)IT(Ht OF THE ST.AH: 

Thu editor of The Star should have refused 
to publish thu grossly misleading and 
(asteluss half-piige advertisement entitled 
t'‘'Winchester Water Versus the MDC”* which 
appeared in the February 2 edition. In order 
to sell water purifiers the author of this ad' 
Maurice DiBlasi. poses as a serious scholar. 
In fact, almost every complete thought in the 
ad is either a cheap shot or a non seqiiitur. A 
few examples: 

in Mr. DiBlasi quotes Dr. Price <a 
chlorine researcher at Saginaw Michigant 
who asserts that chlorine is "the cau.se of an 
unprecedented disease epidemic which in 
eludes heart attacks, strokes, senility atid 
sexual impotcncy." It is almost inconceivaihe 
that chlorinated drinking water is "the 
cause" of all of these afflictions. In fact I 
douht (hat there is any serious evideiwe 
linking chlorinated water to these diseases 

(2) Dr. Price is lurlher ejuoted us saying. 

Two decades after the start of 
chlorinating ow drinking water in 1904. the 
present epidemic* of heart trouble and cancer 
begun." 'I'he flighi at Kitty Hawk also look 
place in about 19(14 More seriously, one can 
point to dozens of other changes in our en¬ 
vironment around 1900. such as (he 
burgeoning of the petroleum industry or the 
introduction of numerous focxl additives, 
which are as likely to have caused (he alleged 
“epidemic" as chlorinated drinking water. 

CT) Mr, DiBlasi states. ‘* Theie is no 
doubt that cancer is caused by all three 
sources (air. food and water) but indications 
are that chlorinated water is playing a 
greater role than was first aiuicipated." Of 
course, such a locfse statement can be iii- 
tcrpretcHi many ways. In any case, I am 
unaware of any .significant cvideiK‘c linking 
chlorinated drinking water to cancer in 
humans. Certnily none is presented in this 
advertisement. 

Finally because the ad presents a sham 
case for the link between chlorine or other 
contaminants in our drinking water and 
cancer, Mr, DiBlasi reaches the nadir tjf 
(astele.ssness by including a. picture chtitled 
“Kids with Cancer”. 

I am an astrophysicist at MIT and not 
expert in (lie area of water purity and health. 
This letter is nut an argument for or against 
water purification or the charcoal and silver- 
exchange filtration device being advertised. 
It is only an expression of my dismay at ihc' 
very misleading, pseudo-scientific and 
tasteless content of the advertisement.

‘Vials of life’ 1 

By The Observer 


(Junta Club is an organization of 
professional women who have come up with a 
lifesaving idea which is catching on all over 
the country, especially in the eastern part of 
Massachusetts. 

We’ve mentioned the “Vials of Life" 
progi'am before and it’s time to remind 
people, particularly the elderly and those who 
live alone, what this simple program will do. 
In Ihis week of tragedy and severe weather 
wc are urged again to tell you now about the 
“vials” program. 

Very simply, you write out pertinent 
medical, Insurance, and family information 
on a form, pul it in a vial or medicine bottle, 
tape inside the upper right hand side of your 
refrigerator, and rest secure in the knowledge 
that emergency personnel are aware of this 
program and where to go for information 
which could .save your life. 

If you don’t have a form, (there’s one in 
this month’ssenior newsletter), just write out 
the information. Include your name and 
address, medical Insurance coverage and 
number, hospital preference, and (doctor’s 
name, address and phone number.

In fact, the 
driver of the ear was able to walk away from 
the accident. 

'I’he llui'st tool, the “Jaws of Life” as it is 
called. o|K?ne(l the top of the 197H Ford like a 
hungry person opening a can of sardines. 
Firerighlcrs pulled two young men from the 
hack seat wliere Ihey had l>een pinned hy the 
bus 

One of the teenagers moaned and fought 
hack the pain, indignant, upset, angry that he 
should be in jin accident. The noise he made 
was Ji good sign at least he was alive, 
although his pelvis was broken. 

'I’he other one In the back scat was quiet, 
loo (juiel. as he watched the men with EMT 
badges on their sleeves slip a half backboard 
under his buddy and ever so gently but 
quickly ease him from the wreckage and onto 
a stretcher. 

1’hen he waited quietly while the 
technicians, trained for such emergencle.s 
and hoping never to need their knowledge, 
came back for him and eased (he backboard 
down his spine. 

'I’lic two went to Winchester Hospital, both 
with broken pelvises. One young man'.s fool 
had gone tlirough the floor board. 

The bus driver was shaken up but ap- 
pearc'd lo lie okay. An MBTA Inspector took 


him to the hospital for a Checkup just to be 
sure. Just a few* minutes before, the driver 
had tried to back the big Burlington Express 
out of the Ford so that the firefighters and 
police could get the two young people out 
(juickly. Apparently something didn’t catch in 
the bus and he couldn’t back it out • it just 
started lo slip further. 

This man who suddenly saw a car where 
an instant before there had been none, tried to 
help, but the bus. frustratingly wouldn’t 
cooperate. 

A woman on the bus w-atched with fright, 
terror, horror like the mask of tragedy caught 
for a long moment on a live person. As lights 
revolved in their blue and white syncopation, 
colors crossed her face. 

Sometimes the movements of the workers 
and the revolving lights of the four am¬ 
bulances and the police cars and the fire 
(rucks matched and the scene looked like the 
strobe effect of old time movies. 

Saturday morning Cambridge street was 
(juiet. 'Fhe road made its pass by the Mystic 
Lakes where the boats, wrapped in their 
winter cocoons, wait for the first day to be 
christened again in the waters of Winchester.

Bank changes 
plans for theater 

It has been quite a while since the town 
meting approved the zoning change to permit 
the Winchester Savings Bank to locate its new 
head office at the site of the old Winchester 
Theatre. 

Recently. The Star spoke with the bank In 


an effort to determine the current status of 
the project. Here is what was learned: 

The bank has completed purchase of the 
site, and In due time it will be occupied as a 
new head office for the Winchester Savings 
Bank. What remains unresolved at this time 
is what additional use of the property, if any, 
will be made by the bank. 

Initially the l^nk had hoped to remodel the 
theatre building into a combination bank and 
mini-mail in conjunction with a developer 
who proposed acting as contractor and part 
owner. 

As plans progressed it became apparent 
that the developer's engineering studies were 
insufficient and that the cost of the project 
would far exceed original estimates. The 
liank questioned the wisdom and or ability of 
(he concerned parties to absorb these extra 
cots. 

As a result negotiations were terminated 
and the bank has undertaken further studies 
to determine the choice between remodeling 
the present structure or tearing it down and 
building anew from the gound up. At the same 
lime maketing studies are under way to find 
optimum use of the propely as to bank only.

Hoopsters have their ups and downs

Someone has been turning the switch on 
and off and on and off for the Sachems lately: 
in their last four games, they were 
slaughtered by Lexington, then slaughtered 
Watertown, then were upset by Belmont, then 
came back to cream Stoneham. 

Lexington 

Against Lexington, it was as if the 
Sachems played two different games. In the 
first half, Winchester was definitely in the 
game, outscorlng the Minutemen 26-24. 

This situation was largely the result of the 
Sachems' aggresiveness early in the first 
quarter, when they shot to a 14-10 lead. This 
initial success was a crucial factor for their 
performance in the first half, for it convinced 
the team that they could compete with 
Lexington, despite the drubbing they had 
previously received at the Minutemen’s 
hands. The Sachems came as a team, hustling 
on defense, and taking their time setting up 
(heir plays. Lexington, on the other hand, 
came out cold, allowing the Sachems to gain 
the initial edge. 

However, Lexington soon got going, and 
fought to within two points, as they began to 
concentrate on the game. Despite this, 
Winchester stayed right with the Minutemen, 
helped by the eight fouls that were called on 
Lexington, in comparison to the two that the 
Sachems were burdened with. But the 
penalties were not all in Winchester’s favor, 
as Wicnhester was hit with quite a few 
traveling calls. 

The second half was a disaster. Lexington 
came out gunning, and proceeded to run off 12 
unanswered points. The Sachems seemed 
asleep on their feel, not adequately setting 
their plays, and missing most of their shots. 
Lexington consistently got the defensive 
rebound. Fortunately, the Sachems got 
somewhat in the game, and scored all of six 
points, to make the score at the end of the 
third quarter 32-51. 


The fourth quarter w-as a repeat of the 
third, as Lexington continued its domination 
to such a degree that Sachem coach Doc 
Wheeler pulled out most of the starling 
varsity, and substituted in their place non¬ 
starters in order to give them the experience 
of playing a superior team. The final score: 
45-70. 

Two thirds of the Sachems' points came 
from Glenn Mills and Donny Allard, who had 
13 and 17 repectively. Lexington was led by 
Gene Mewborn, with 18, and had eight players 
with more than five points. 


Watertown 

This calamity was followed by utter 
success, for the Sachems’ next opponent was 
Watertown, whom they demolished, led by 
Glenn Mills, who poured in 32 points. It a 
good thing he did, for no one else was hitting: 
R.J. Brosnan had eight, Allard pul in six, and 
six other players added either two or three 
points. The Watertown coach, though, 
wasn'too uset: “We re playing for next year; 
we knew we had our hands full." 

Basically, the game was less than thrilling 
until the last quarter, when the crowd came 
alive, for Gary Floyd entered the game, and 
scored three points. Until that quarter, the 
watching of the game centered around Glenn 
Mills, to see how many shots, if any, he would 
miss. He didn't miss many, sinking 12 out of 
15 from the foul line. 

Again, Coach Wheeler put in many dif¬ 
ferent players other than the starting varsity. 
However, it was for a different reason this 
time — because the team was so far ahead, 
instead of hopelessly behind. This squad, 
despite initial difficulties, soon calmed down, 
and played rather well, especially Jim Kohr. 

Belmont 

The game against Belmont was similar to 
the previous game against Lexington, in that 
the Sachems played two different games, and 
lost. 

Mills had an incredible first half, pouring

in twenty three points — eight in the first 
quarter. 15 in (he second. 

In the second quarter, though, Dave 
Papazian, one of Belmont's high scorers, 
racked up nine points to keep the Rockets in 
Ihe game. Despite Mills' overwhelming 
success. Belmont. led by Papazian, gained 
some momentum, and started to run more 
effectively By the half the Sachems had a six 
point advantage, and visions of a 40 point 
game were dancing in the spectators' heads. 

Unfortunately, it was not to be so, as the 
Rockets came out roaring, and the game 
turned into a real contest. 

Much of this change was caused by two 
improvements in the Belmont game plan: 
they started running more and put their two 
best players on Glenn Mills, and proceeded to 
nearly shut Glenn out for the remainder of the 
game and allowed him only one basket per 
quarter.

The Sachems seem to go in cycles, for 
their game against Stoneham was almost a 
repeat of the Watertown game — every other 
game seems to have been played before. 

In the first quater, it became clear that the 


Sachems were going to walk away with the 
game, for they romped to 17-9 lead behind the 
shooting of (31enn Mills and Donny Allard. 
These (wo were the only scorers for Win¬ 
chester in the first quarter, as Glenn ran up ii 
points, while Donny pul the other six. 

On the other side, Stoneham was being 
totally shut down by Ihe Winchester defense, 
and had to rely on their outside shooters to 
.score effectively, for they weren't able to set 
up their plays efficiently. The Stoneham 
defense was as effective as their offense, for 
their man-lo-man strategy allowed Mills 
plenty of room to maneuver around his op 
ponent.

Obstacles are put in our way not to make 
us bitter but to make us better. 

So the 1977-78 Winchester High School 
Wrestling Team should be much better, for It 
has faced more than its share of obstacles. 
The team had great spirit but despite this 
enjoyed little success this year. 

Not having enough people to fill all the 
weight classes, the Sachems gave away from 
12 to 24 points at every dual meet. Over half 
the team were first-year wrestlers, and for a 
variety of reasons, practices were often not 
possible. This was especially so during the 
week preceding the sectional tournament 
when no full practices were held. 

Massachusetss High School Wrestling Is 
separated into two divisions for large and 
small schools. Each division holds four 
sectional tournaments to determine the top 
four wrestlers in each weight class in each 
section. These top four then go onto the state¬ 
wide tournament next weekend. Winchester, 
a Division 2 school, wrestled in the Central 
.Sectional al Ashland High School this past 
weekend and qualified two wrestlers, Sean 
Costello and Robert Romeo, for the State 
Tournament. 

At 122 lbs., Sean Costello started things off 
well for the Sachems in the first round of the 
tournament Friday. He picked up a pin, only 
35 seconds into the first period against Shear 
of West Roxbury. 

At 129 lbs., Rob Romeo also won by a first 
period pin. 

Tom Ha)] at 135 lbs. didn’t fare as well 
though, losing his first round match by a pin, 
while 'Terry Costello at 140 lbs. won by a 
forfeit. At 147 lbs., Don Pigplt lost by a pin 
late in the second period, and the same fate 
befell Dave Santos at 157 lbs. Mike Bosalears 
at 169 lbs. and Brad Cowen at 185 lbs. both lost 
by decision, 

When the tournament continued on 
Saturday, Hall. Pigott, Santos, Bosatears and 
Cowen all lost their consolation bouts and 
were eliminated from the tournament. 

This left only Romeo and the Costellos with 
a chance to win. It looked as though as they 
might loo, as all three won their quarter-final 
matches by pins. By winning here, all three 
advanced to the semi-finals in their weight 
classes where the Sachems’ luck seemed lo 
run out. 

Sean Costello lost an 8-2 decision to Nat- 
tigian of Weston at 122 lbs. 

Ina "clsoe-but-no-clgar” match at 129 lbs., 
Rob Romeo lost a 5-3 decision. 

As bad as the situation was then, it 
managed to get worse. In the 140 lbs. semi¬ 


final, Terry Costello was forced to default- 
when he sustained a serious knee injury in the 
first period. The injury ended the season for 
him. 

Sean Costello went on to take fourth place 
and Rob Romeo won an 11-9 decision to take 
third. Both will compete In the state cham¬ 
pionships on 24-25 February. 

This was an improvement over last year’s 
showing, in which Winchester's best was 
Chris Hall’s fourth place at 141 lbs. Chris now 
werestles for Amherst, In team socring, the 
Sachems finished In the middle of the pack 
with 28 points. 

For most of the team, the season is now 
over. The final team record Is 1-8-1 with a win 
over Cambridge Latin and a tie against 
Weston. 

Five graduating seniors on this year’s 
varsity will be hard to replace. Co-Captaln 
Rich Callarese was held back most of the year 
by sickness and Injured knees. He had a 3-0 
record this year at 128 lbs. 

Sean Costello was the team’s leading 
scorer with 52 points. He will werestle in the 
slate tournament, but his record now stands 
al 12-3. 

At 132 lbs., Tom Hall who has wrestled 
Ihree years for Winchester, finished with a 3-7 
record. 

Senior Don Pigott who unfortunately had 
lo wrestle above his normal weight finished 
the year with a 2-11 record. 

At 157 lbs., John “Rhino” Mislretla, who 
also had to wrestle above his normal.weight, 
suffered numerous injuries during the year, 
including a fractured thumb and a strained 
knee, ended the year with a 3-5-1 record. 

Winchester does have many un¬ 


derclassmen to build on next year. Returning 
will be this year’s co-capatin Rob Romeo, one 
of the bright spots on this year’s team, whose 
record now stands at 10-2. At 140 lbs., junior 
Terry Costello will return with a 7-2*2 record. 
First year wrestler Dave Santos, a junior, had 
limited varsity experience while Lenny Hallo 
finished with a 2-8 record at 114 lbs. 

Fortunately, there are many sophomores 
and even some ninth graders who will be able 
to help the team in the next few years. Heavey 
wieght Lenny Bellino compiled a 6-3-1 record 
In his first year. Brad Cowen, who started the 
season at 167 lbs., wrestled up at 185 lbs, 
finshed with a 3-8 record on the varsity. Mike 
Bosalears who filled in at 169 lbs., gained a lot 
of experience on this year’s varsity but was 
unable to pick up a victory. The same is true 
for Pete Benson at 130 lbs. Rob Fiore also 
gained valuable experience on Ihe JV. 

Errlco is a familiar name to Winchester 
wrestling, and ninth grader Gary Errico will 
bolster next year’s squad as will Lee Fotsch, 
another ninth grader, Due to the number of 
graduating starters, there will be numerous 
openings in the Sachem lineup, and first y^r 
werestler’s will have an excellent opportunity 
next year. 

The 1977-78 werstling team did not enjoy 
many victories or great records, but let's 
remember that victory Is not the only or most 
important measure of success. When the 
season is over, and the records are forgotten, 
the person who has gained the most is the one 
who has learned more than just how 5o 
wrestle. In this respect, the Winchester 
wrestlers have triumphed in the most im¬ 
portant aspect of life and sports.

laxington 

Linda Pierce sparked the Sachemette 
offense in the first quarter against Lexington, 
opening the game with six quick points. 

That was enough to give Winchester the 
lead, and they never let it go. 

Diane Cullen did a fine job as guard, 
taking the ball downcourt and setting up Holly 
Stevenson underneath for the shot. Barbara 
Jacobs dominated the defensive boards, 
allowing Lexington only one chance for a 
rebound, The quarter ended with Winchester 
ahead 10-4. 

Lexington came out for the second quarter 
w’ith a surge of power, taking advantage of 
several Snchemelle lurnovers to score eight 
points. 

After a Winchester timeout, the 
Sachemettes regained their composure, and 
Holly Stevenson began hauling in offensive 
rebounds to add to Winchester’s score. Ball 
Control by the Sachemettes was a key factor: 
Lexington’s yellow jerseys always ended up 
swarming around the red of a Sachem 
uniform. 

The lead was saved, and at the half Win¬ 
chester led, 21-19. 

In the third quarter, Winchester prodded 
their lead to a safer margin. Cathy Day put in 
her share with great outside shots. Pierce was 
quick to lake advantage of openings to take 
shots without any hesitation; she was also 
very aggressive in going after rebounds. 

The Sachemette defense kept after 
Lexington, and Cathleen Driscoll played 
exceptionally well. Her hustle led. to 
numerous interceptions and broke up many of 
Lexington’s plays. The quarter ended with 
Winchester up by eight, 32-24. 

The final quarter followed the pattern set 
early in the game: Winchester clearly on top. 


Jacobs made some fine steals and took the 
ball downcourt through the Lexington 
defense. Tke Sachemettes were able to 
control both boards by blocking out Lexington 
on the rebounds. 

Stevenson led the team with 18 points. With 
a high scoring average, she has l^en able to 
remain the second highest scorer in the 
Middlesex League for most of the season. 

Pierce, playing one of her best games all 
year, tallied 14 points along with 12 rebounds. 

With their help it was no surprise the 
Sachemettes pounded Lexington. 46-35. 

Watertown 

Inthegirls’ next game against Watertown, 
they weren’t so, lucky. 

The first quarter was probably Win¬ 
chester’s worst of the season: they were able 
to shoot a lot, but nothing would go in. 

What did the most damage of all, though, 
was the Watertown fast break, which helped 
them build up an early lead. By the end of the 
first quarter it was 16-3, Watertown. 

The second quarter wasn’t much belter. 
Winchester was able to hold Watertown to the 
outside, but that was to no avail, as Water- 
town managed to sink the ball from wherever 
they stood. 

The Sachemette offense came alive, but 
not alive enough to catch up. The half ended 
with Watertown still ahead, 27-11. 

The Sachemettes played better in the 
second half. But overall, the Watertown 
defense was loo much for the Sachemette 
offense to handle; and the Winchester 
defense, well, it wasn’t quite enough to handle 
Watertown’s offense The score showed it; 
Watertown 58. Winchester 40. 

It was a very disappointing los.s for the 
Sachemettes, who had worked so hard all 
season. With this loss, they were almost 
certainly eliminated from any chance of a 
place in the stale tournament this year. 

Still, they’ve come a long way from the 
start of the season, and it isn’t over yet.

To insure accurate ad¬ 
dresses and social security 
numbers, the taxpayer 
should use the p^i-off label 
attached to his or her tax 
package. The taxpayer can 
make any name, address or 
social security number 
corrections right on the tabel, 
Mosher said.
